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FOREWORD 


The present volume of the Annual Report of the Department of Higher Education presents the status of 
Higher Education in the State of West Bengal during the year 2005-06 and describes, in particular, the 
activities of the Department. It also contains an account of the activities of different organizations and 
institutions attached to the department of Higher Education. 


The Department has been taking all possible measures for qualitative and quantitative improvement of higher 
education in the State. Over a period of last few years, considerable expansion of opportunities in higher 
education has taken place in almost all the areas. More than one hundred colleges of the State have been 
accredited so far by NAAC with grades which are mostly A+, A, B++, and B. Two of our eminent universities, 
Jadavpur University and Calcutta University have already been awarded five star status by NAAC. 


During the year 2005, nine new General Degree Colleges have been approved with full financial support under 
“Pay Packet Scheme". Private trusts have come forward to supplement the efforts of the State Govt. in the 
establishment of self financing colleges including professional colleges. 


Ramakrishna Mission Vivekananda Educational and Research Institute (RKMVERI) has been established as 
a private self financing "deemed to be university" in the State with the approval of Govt. of India. Calcutta 
University has earned the unique distinction of being "a University with Potential for Excellence". Both Jadavpur 
University and Bengal Engineering & Science University have been declared as the "Institute of National 
Importance" under the Govt. of India's scheme for special grant. Indian Institute of Science, Education and 
Research, Kolkata, a Centre of Excellence like Indian Institute of Science, Bangalore, has been approved to 
start its academic programme from the academic session 2006-07. 

225 years old Calcutta Madrasah has been upgraded to a college, based on ‘Kidwai Committee's Report'. Our 
universities have established a number of collaborative programmes with reputed foreign universities in different 
academic fields. Calcutta University, Jadavpur University and Rabindra Bharati University have established 
joint academic collaborations with reputed Italian universities like Rome, Turin, Venice and Naples. 

Inthe field of Engineering & Technology education, we have been able to strike a balance between 'expansion 
and quality improvement'. Rs. 154 crore centrally sponsored World Bank assisted programme is now under 
execution to upgrade the technical education imparted in a few selected institutions in the State. 

Calcutta University has extended autonomy for all Post Graduate Departments in its affiliated colleges. UGC 
has declared St. Xavier's College as an Autonomous College. Calcutta University Act has been amended to 
make room for such autonomous colleges. 

State Government has continued its efforts for strengthening the infrastructure of the colleges. 1000 new 
teaching posts have been created for non-Govt. colleges under pay packet scheme including teachers training 
colleges. 227 vacant teaching posts are also being filled upin Govt. colleges. 17 vacant posts of Principals in 
Govt. colleges have also been filled up during the year. 

In order to reach the large cross section of the society and to allow the benefit of higher education to those 
who can not afford to come under the conventional system of education, Netaji Subhas Open University has 
been set up to offer under-graduate, post-graduate and Professional courses in some selected areas through 
open education system. 

The State Govt. is committed to inculcate a sense of responsibility and accountability at all levels.

21 INTRODUCTION 


This reportis being published for the 14th year in succession. It presents the status of higher education 
in the state of West Bengal. It describes in particular, the activities of the Department of Higher Education 
of the Government of West Bengal for the year 2005-2006. It also contains an account of the activities 
of different organisations and institutions attached to the Department of Higher Education as furnished 
by the organisations/institutions themselves. However, the report does not provide information on other 
departments concerned with education. The report does not have any relevance as a Government 
Order or official policy pronouncement. 


PRESENT STATUS 


The Higher Education Department is the successor to the erstwhile Department of Education. The 
Department of Mass Education Extension was carved out of the Department of Education to deal with, 
among other things, the subject of adult education, in terms of Notification No 5106-A.R. dated the 
21st April, 1988. The Department of Technical Education & Training was similarly created in terms of 
Notification No 16129-A.R.dated the 29th June, 1991. The Polytechnic institutions which had so long 
functioned under the Higher Education wing of the erstwhile Education Department were taken over by 
the newly created department. Finally, the Education Department was abolished and in its place were 
created two departments, namely, the School Education Department and the Higher Education 
Department in terms of Notification No 670-Home (Cons) dated, the 8th Nov, 1995. 


2.2 ADMINISTRATIVE SET UP 
The highest executive of the Higher Education Departmentis the Minister-in-Charge ofthe Department. 


The Principal Secretary is the official head of the Department of Higher Education. He is assisted by 
Special Secretaries, Joint Secretaries, Deputy Secretaries, Assistant Secretaries and Officers on Special 
Duty. The Principal Secretary also functions as the Secretary to the Chancellor of the State Universities 


connected with the Department. 
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The Department of Higher Education is comprised of a number of branches and cells, namely, 
Establishment Branch, Budget Branch, University Branch and Chancellor's Secretariat, Non-Govt. 
College Branch, Govt. College Branch, Appointment Branch, N. C. C. Branch, Technical Education 
Branch, Archives Branch, Miscellaneous and Social Education Branch, Pension Cell, N. S. S. Cell, 
Vigilance Cell, Audit Cell and Computer Cell. 


EDUCATION DIRECTORATE 


The commitment of the Department of Higher Education in financial and administrative matters of 
the Colleges (Govt. and Non-Govt.) is carried out through the Education Directorate. The Directorate 
is headed by the Director of Public Instruction who is also an ex-officio Secretary to the Govt. of West 
Bengal. 


The D.P.I. is assisted by Addl. Directors of Public Instruction (A.D.P.I) and Joint Directors of Public 
Instruction (J.D.P.Is), Deputy Directors of Public Instruction, Asstt. Director of Public Instruction. The 
sections of the Education Directorate which deal with various matters related to the Colleges include 
Appointment, College (Non-Govt. and Govt.), Pay Packet (PPS), U.G.C., Training, Accounts, Physical 
Education, Scholarships & Stipends, Planning & Statistics (P & S), Social Education, Hindi Education, 
National Cadet Corps (N.C.C.) and Law. There are also some special cells under the Directorate, 
namely, Audit Cell, Law Cell, etc. The sectional activities are performed under the supervision of 
different JDPls, DDPIs. Besides, there are Accounts and Administrative Officers who supervise 
functions like release of pay packet, grants, pension, drawal of salaries etc. 


DISTRICT LEVEL ADMINISTRATION 


There are three Regional Education Offices under the Education Directorate located in Calcutta, 
Chinsurah and Jalpaiguri, controlling Presidency, Burdwan and Jalpaiguri divisions respectively. 
Deputy Regional Education Officers (D.R.E.O.) are in charge of these three offices now. They have 
the status of an Jt..D.P.I. The D.R.E.O.s assist the D.P.I. in the supervision of the Non-Govt. Colleges. 
The D.R.E.O., Jalpaiguri also releases the pay packet for colleges in all the districts of Jalpaiguri 
division excepting Malda district. 


DIRECTORATE OF TECHNICAL EDUCATION 


The Higher Education Department exercises administrative and financial control over the engineering 
and technological colleges in this State through the Directorate of Technical Education which is 
headed by the Director of Technical Education (D.T.E.). The D.T.E. is assisted by a Joint Director of 


Technical Education, Deputy Directors of Technical Education, Assistant Directors of Technical 
Education and other staff members. 
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THE WEST BENGAL STATE COUNCIL OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


It was established in 1994 with a view to assisting the Department in formulating policy and 
implementation of certain matters entrusted to it. The office bearers of Council have also been 
assigned certain statutory functions under the West Bengal Prohibition of Ragging in Educational 
Institutions Act, 2000. Minister-in-charge of the Department is the Chairman of the Council. 


WEST BENGAL COLLEGE SERVICE COMMISSION 


The Commission came into existence in 1979. It prepares merit panels of candidates eligible for 
recruitment to the posts of Lecturer in different subjects in non-government colleges affiliated to the 
universities of West Bengal. It also recommend candidates for appointment in the vacant posts of 
Principal in these colleges. The Commission also organises State level Eligibility Test (SLET) for 
Lecturership in Universities and Colleges. 


WEST BENGAL DISTRICT GAZETTEERS 


This wing of the Department publishes or reprints the Gazetteers of different districts of West Bengal, 
the State Gazetteer and allied literature. 


PASCHIM BANGA HINDI ACADEMY 


This Academy has been promoting education in Hindi in West Bengal since 1990. 


STATE ARCHIVES 
It is a specialised wing of the Department of Higher Education functioning as a repository of historical 
official records.

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MAIN ACTIVITIES AND ACHIEVEMENTS DURING THE YEAR 


3.1 INTRODUCTION 


JU and BESU have been conferred the status of "Institutions of National Importance by UGC. Both 
the universities have been sanctioned special UGC grant. St. Xaviers College, Kolkata has been 
declared by NAAC to be the first autonomous college in West Bengal. Ramkrishna Mission Vivekananda 
Educational and Research Institute(RKMVERI) has been established as the 1st self financing (DU). 
Calcutta Madrasah celebrating its 225 years of establishment has been given the status of an 
autonomous college by the State Govt. Presidency, Scottish Church and Loreto College have earned 
the distinction to be the "Colleges with Potential for Excellence" by the UGC. Accreditation status of 
the colleges (by NAAC) has been improved substantially. Scope for Post Graduate education has 
been expanded in General Degree Colleges. The State Govt. has provided fund for the construction, 
repair and renovation of buildings, setting up of laboratories and new class rooms in the universities 
and colleges. The Government, as in previous years, approved the setting up of self financing colleges 
including non-government colleges under pay packet scheme and sanctioned the creation of teaching 
and non-teaching posts for these colleges. Govt. also created 1000 teaching posts in non-government 
colleges and provided funds for development of infrastructure. The West Bengal State Council of 
Higher Education took an active role in coordinating activities of the state universities and advised 
them on various issues relating to improvement in the quality of Higher Education in the State. For 
Qualitative improvement of technical education, State Govt. has sanctioned Rs.10 crore under World 


Bank Programme.

The total budgetary provision excluding the provision under Central Scheme for the year 2005-2006 
and 2006-2007 has been Rs. 721,94,92,000 and 805,54,31,000 out of which the amount provided 
in the Plan Budget was Rs. 10,32,00,000 and 35,00,00,000 respectively.

3.6 TECHNICAL EDUCATION 


2 new Engineering & Technological Colleges have been set up on self-financing basis in the academic 
session 2005-2006. One Engineering and the other for Pharmaceutical Technology. In addition, 
Pharmaceutical Technology course have been introduced in two more colleges. Total number of 
Engineering & Technological institutes (including university Engineering departments) in the State is 
now 54 with an approved intake of 14775. 


11 courses in six Govt. Engineering & Technological Colleges and 12 courses in four Non-Govt. 
Engineering & Technological Colleges have been accredited by the National Board of Accreditation, 
New Delhi. 


Under Technical Education Quality Improvement Programme (TEQIP). Lifetime allocation under the 
Project, as approved by GOI is Rs. 154.80 crore to be utilized over a period of 4 years ending in 
2008. 


A post graduate course in Leather Technology (M.Tech.) has been introduced in Govt. College of 
Engg. & Leather Technology. A financial grant of Rs. 84 lakh has been Sanctioned during the year for 
development of PG Laboratory and also to undertake essential electrification Work in this connection. 


A construction of a new college building at Govt. College of Engineering & Textile Technology, 
Berhampore has been sanctioned at an estimated cost Rs. 3 crore out of this amount Rs. 20 lakh 
has already been released. 
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The State Government have sanctioned a total sum of Rs. 372.74 Lakh in the Annual Plan to State- 
aided Universities viz. Calcutta, Jadavpur, Kalyani, Burdwan, North Bengal, Rabindra Bharati, 
Vidyasagar during the financial year 2005-2006. Out of this amount, a sum of Rs. 253.74 Lakh is 
meant for construction / development of 7 (Seven) State-aided universities and Rs. 119.00 Lakh for 
purchase of books & journals in respect of 7 (Seven) State aided Universities. A sum of Rs 45.00 
Lakh has also been sanctioned and released to Netaji Subhas Open University towards maintenance 
grants. For Bengal Engineering & Science University the State Govt. has sanctioned Rs.200.00 Lakh 
during 2005-2006 for construction / development of Bengal Engineering & Science University.

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3.10 MEASURES FOR QUALITY IMPROVEMENT OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


A) NAAC Accreditation Status : 


The State Level Quality Assurance Co-ordination Committee constituted in 2003-2004 for the 
purpose of facilitating NAAC accreditation process for the colleges in the State, has been 
functioning satisfactorily. In the State, 7 universities and 106 colleges have been accredited by 
NAAC so far. Out of the colleges accredited, Midnapore College and Ramkrishna Mission 
Vidya Mandir, Presidency College, Kolkata have been awarded ‘A+’ ranking and 9 colleges 
have been awarded 'A' ranking. The process of accreditation has gained momentum and has 
been progressing steadily. 


B) Accreditation of Engineering & Technology Courses (NBA of AICTE) : 


Three more new private self-financing Engineering & Technology Colleges have been 
established during the year 2004-05 taking the total number of Engineering & Technology 
institutions directly within the purview of the Deptt. of Higher Education to 52 with an intake 
capacity of more than 13,000. A few more proposals for establishment of Engineering & 
Technology Colleges are awaiting AICTE approval. Some existing colleges have also proposed 
to add new courses. While examining any new proposal, the State Govt. has been taking all 
precautions to see that only the proposals which satisfy all AICTE requirements, are issued 
NOC of the State Govt. Two new private self-financing MBA institutes with sixty intake in each 
have come up during the year. In addition, few private Engineering Colleges have introduced 
MBA programmes in their institutes taking the number of institutes having MBA or equivalent 
programme to 29. 


3.11 SCHOLARSHIP & STIPEND 


In order that no brilliant student is prevented from pursuing post-matric studies because of poverty, 
the Central Government as well as the State Government introduced various scholarship schemes, 
four of which are being currently administered in the state by the Scholarship and Stipend Section of 
the Education Directorate, Government of West Bengal : 


i) National Scholarship Scheme 
i) National Merit Scholarship Scheme 
iii) ОРІ. Special Stipend Scheme 


iv) Hindi Scholarship Scheme 
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For the National Scholarship and National Merit Scholarship Schemes, no advertisements in the 
media are published annually on regular basis, as the application forms are distributed and the merit 
lists are prepared and sent to us by the Secondary Board / H.S. Council / Universities; but in case of 
the О.РІ. Special Stipend Scheme and the Hindi Scholarship Scheme, separate media advertisements 
are published on regular basis usually around the middle of every calendar year seeking application 
from suitable candidates. 


L National Scholarship Scheme 


Introduced in 1961-62, this scheme ran continuously for more than two decades before being formally 
withdrawn from the 2004-05 session. This means no candidates passing their qualifying examination 
( like Madhyamik / H.S / Graduation) in 2004-05 or later can apply for the National Scholarships any 
more; only the renewal cases will be sanctioned now for those scholars who qualified for this scholarship 
before 2004-05. Such renewal will continue till about 2009-2010 session.

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The backlog in the sanctioning of National Scholarship, which has developed over the years, has 
been started to be cleared from this year (2005-06). If the necessary financial allotments be made 
available in a timely manner, it is hoped that this backlog would be cleared to the practicable extent 
possible within the next two to three years. 


11. > National Merit Scholarship Scheme 


This scheme has been introduced since the 2004-05 session, replacing the earlier National 
Scholarship Scheme. A few changes in the funding pattern, rate, quota, selection criteria etc. have 
been effected. For instance, (i) while the earlier National Scholarship (NS) Scheme was mainly 
state-funded, the new National Merit Scholarship (NMS) Scheme is entirely Centre-funded; (ii) the 
parental income-ceiling (bar) has been raised from Rs. 25,000/- per annum to Rs. 1.00 lakh per 
annum; (iii) the practice of giving Certificate of Merit in lieu of Scholarship to eligible students whose 
parental income exceeds the stipulated limit, has been discontinued; (iv) the State's quota of 3176 
(NS) post-matric scholarships has been reduced to 1421 (NMS); (v) the monthly rate of post-matric 
Scholarship has been enhanced from the range of Rs.60/- — Rs.300/- to Rs 300/- — Rs.750/- 


covering different stages of study; (vi) the scholarship will be paid for 10 months in a year. 
Scholarship is given scholarship(NMS) 


In West Bengal, the NMS for the college and university-level scholars will be administered through 
the Deputy D.P.I. ( Scholarship & Stipend), while NMS for the school-level scholars ( IX-X and XI – 
XII) will be administered through the Director of School Education (DSE).

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2005 — 2006 was practically the very first year of implementation of the NMS. To establish the required 
processing i.e. working norms in accordance with the stipulated NMS guidelines took a while in each 
of the concerned offices ( viz. the H.S. Council, Universities and the S&S Section of the Education 
Directorate). Things will move much faster from the coming year, it is hoped. 


The procedure which is followed for selecting candidates at the PG & UG-level for the National Merit 
Scholarship Scheme and for disbursement of the scholarship to them is as follows : 


The State's quota (142) for PG — level scholarships ( NMS ) is divided among different universities of 
the state. The universities then prepare their own Merit Lists ( as per the quota ) based on the 
results of their students in their graduation — level examinations and on the annual family income of 
the students. If the annual family income of the student exceeds Rupees one lakh, his/her name will 
not be included in the Merit List. The universities then distribute formal application forms and Entitlement 
Cards for the NMS among their merit-listed candidates and ask them to submit the completed 
application forms either directly to the Education Directorate (Scholarship & Stipend Section) or 
through to the university office. 


For the UG - level National Merit Scholarships ( quota = 426 ), the West Bengal Higher Secondary 
Council prepares the merit list and distribute the formal application forms plus Entitlement Cards to 
the suitable HS — passed candidates in a similar manner as described above. 


Ill. D.P.l. Special Stipend Scheme: 


This covers two types of financial assistance : (i) General Stipend, and (ii) Ad-hoc grant. D.P.I. Special 
Stipends (General Stipend) are given to those Madhyamik-passed / graduation-passed students 
who have good results but not enough to get them a place in the merit list for National Scholarship 
/ National Merit Scholarship. A fresh Madhyamik-passed stipend holder may continue to get the 
stipend (renewal) till the last year of his / her graduation, provided he/she continues to obtain over 
50% marks in all the intervening year-ending or semester examinations. There is however a need 
for allowing the fresh H.S.-passed candidates as well to apply for this stipend. In that case the 
candidates who, for some reasons, miss the stipend after their Madhyamik Exam., can get a chance 


to apply for it after their H.S.

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IV. Hindi Scholarship Scheme: 


In order to encourage the study of Hindi in Non-Hindi speaking states, Government of India has 
implemented the Hindi Scholarship Scheme for the post-matric students [ H.S., U.G., P.G., and 
Research(M. Phil. / Ph.D. etc)]. The scholarship is given to students whose mother tongue is not 
Hindi and who are studying in a Non-Hindi speaking state in a recognized full-time course with Hindi 
as the sole subject or as one of the subjects. The quota of Hindi Scholarships For West Bengal is 
239. This means every year 239 fresh candidates could get Hindi Scholarship in West Bengal ( the 
renewal cases do not count towards quota ).

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3.12 FULL AND HALF FREE STUDENTSHIP FOR THE ENGINEERING & 
TECHNOLOGY STUDENTS: 


In order to extend relief to the poor and meritorious students admitted into Govt. Engineering and 
Technology colleges, the State Govt. has taken measures to grant the benefit of full and half free 
studentship. 10% students selected on merit cum means basis will come under the purview of the 
scheme each year. Private self financing colleges have also been asked to extend such facilities to 
the possible extent. 


3.13 PHYSICAL EDUCATION

4.2 Management Education 
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41 ENGINEERING ANDTECHNOLOGY EDUCATION 


Till 1968, West Bengal had only 9 engineering institutions, all of which were either in the government 
or in the university sector. The total intake of undergraduate and postgraduate students in engineering 
was in the range of 1500 only. This went up slightly to a figure of 2050 in 1994. Self-financing 
engineering colleges were encouraged in a big way by the government and barring the notable 
exception of the Kalyani Government Engineering College - the only engineering college in the 
government sector that was established at Kalyani in Nadia in 1995 — all others were in the private 
sector. In last 10 years time, the number of engineering institutions has leapfrogged to 54 with a total 
intake capacity of nearly 15000. 


2 new Engineering & Technological Colleges have been set up on self-financing basis in the academic 
session 2005-2006 — one Engineering and the other for Pharmaceutical Technology. In addition 
Pharmaceutical Technology and Hotel Management courses have been introduced in two more 
existing engineering colleges. Total number of Engineering & Technological institutes (including 
university Engineering departments) in the State is now 54 with an approved intake of nearly 15000. 


Information and Communication Technology related courses : 


It may be emphasized that due to increasing demand of technical manpower in the field of information 
as, most of the newly established institutions have introduced degree 


technology and related are 
Computer Science & Engineering and Electronics & Communication 


courses in Information Technology, 
Engineering. Thus out of nearly 15000 engineering seats, share of seats in Information Technology, 


Computer Science & Engineering, Electronics & Communication Engineering and other similar courses 


is 9580 seats. 


Biotechnology courses : Biotechnology, Bio-Med. Engineering and Food Technology courses are 
now taught at undergraduate level in a number of colleges. Biotechnology and Food Technology 
courses all available at Jadavpur University, Calcutta University and West Bengal University of 


Technology. 
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Introduction of Master of Computer Application (M.C.A.) Courses : 


The expansion of engineering and technology education in the State has been further facilitated by 
the introduction of М.С.А. course in as many as 27 (twenty-seven) Institutions including the universities. 
The total intake capacity for the Master of Computer Application (M.C.A.) Course is more than 1200. 


This apart, NIT, Durgapur, Bidhan Chandra Krishi Viswavidyalaya, Netaji Subhas Open University, 
Visva-Bharati and Indira Gandhi National Open University also conduct MCA course. 


Lateral Entry Scheme : 


In tune with the scheme of the All India Council for Technical Education, the State Govt. has extended 
the scope of degree level engineering education to the diploma holders in engineering in the State 
through the Lateral Entry Scheme. Under this scheme, diploma holders from the State Polytechnics 
have got the opportunity to seek direct entry in the second year of undergraduate engineering 
courses after qualifying in a state level admission test conducted for the purpose to the extent of 
15% of the total intake. 


Post Graduate Programme : 


Apart from Jadavpur University, Bengal Engineering and Science University and Calcutta University, 
West Bengal University of Technology also conducts in house Master Programmes in Biotechnology, 
Bio-Informatics, Information Technology, Computer Sc. & Engineering and Software Technology. 
Kalyani Govt. Engineering College has introduced M. Tech. in Computer Science & Engineering and 
Production Engineering. M. Tech. have also been approved in Haldia Institute of Technology, Haldia, 
for Chemical Engineering, Electronics & Communication Engineering. At Netaji Subhas Engineering 
College M. Tech. in Computer Science & Engineering, Electronics & Communication Engineering 
and Instrumentation & Control Engineering are being taught. 


Technical Education Quality Improvement Programme (TI EQIP): 


Under this project, six states were selected by the National level Selection Committee in the first 
cycle. In the second cycle, the State of West Bengal has been selected along with six (6) other 
States. In West Bengal, three (3) Universities have been selected as lead and eight (8) Engineering 
& Technological Colleges have been selected as network institutions. 
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The lead institutions are Bengal Engineering & Science University, Jadavpur University and University 
College of Technology (under Calcutta University).

5.1 GENERAL INFORMATION : 


Out of Fifteen State aided universities in West Bengal, ten universities come under the administrative 
jurisdiction of the Department of Higher Education. A list of the universities is given below. The 
Department has in recent years, set up two universities. The Netaji Subhas Open University was 
established in 1997 for the education of the distant learners. The West Bengal University of Technology 
was set up in 2000 to improve the quality of instruction and research in Engineering and Technology 
and Management. B.E. College (DU) has been upgraded to Bengal Engineering & Science University 
by virtue of Bengal Engineering & Science University Act, 2004. 


The Bidhan Chandra Krishi Viswavidyalaya (BCKV) and Uttarbanga Krishi Viswa Vidyalaya come 
under the jurisdiction of the Department of Agriculture. A university for the study of animal sciences 
and fisheries was created out of the BCKV in 1995 by the Department of Animal Resource 
Development. A new agricultural university, Uttar Banga Krishi Viswavidyalaya was also carved out 
of the BCKV in 2001. The West Bengal National University for Juridical Sciences under the jurisdiction 
of the Department of Law started functioning in 2000. Recent addition to the universities in the State 
is The West Bengal University of Health Sciences which started functioning from 1st January, 2003. 
In 2005, Ramkrishna Mission Vivekananda Education and Research Institute, the first private self 
financing Deemed University has been established at Belurmath.

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5.1.3 ACADEMIC STRUCTURE 


Academic activities of the universities are carried out through various departments under different 
Faculty Councils. The Deans of these Councils advise on academic matters and co-ordinate the 
departmental programmes. For the planning and implementation of the academic programmes of the 
departments, there is a departmental committee in each of them. The Head of the Department is the 
Chairman of the said committee. The Board of Studies under each Faculty Council plans and reviews 
the syllabus and assists the examination process. 


5.2 CALCUTTA UNIVERSITY (1857) 


The Calcutta University along with the Bombay University and the Madras University was established 
in 1857. The university is now being governed by the Calcutta University Act, 1979 which came into 
force on February 10, 1983. 


The Calcutta University affiliates colleges mostly at the under-graduate level and also offers courses 
directly at the post-graduate level. A number of colleges affiliated by the University is 204. The university 
has allowed a few of its affiliated colleges including the Presidency College, the Maulana Azad College 
and the Dinabandhu Andrews College to teach at the post-graduate level. 

The Calcutta University has four campuses, namely, 

° ASHUTOSH SHIKSHYA PRANGAN at 87/1, College Street, 

° RASHBEHARI SHIKSHYA PRANGAN at Rajabazar, 

° TARAKNATH SHIKSHYA PRANGAN at 35, Ballygunge Circular Road, and 

° SAHID KHUDIRAM SHIKSHYA PRANGAN at Alipore. 

It has 58 departments and offers 80 courses to nearly 12,000 post-graduate students. 

The university monitors and awards Ph. D. degrees to research scholars. On an average, the Ph.D. 
degree is awarded to 175 students each year. According to a NISSAT report, in terms of output and 
impact, the university is among the first ten universities of the country in research on science and 


technology. The UGC has awarded CAS/DSA/DRS/COSIST programmes to more than fifteen 
departments of the university on the basis of research performance. 


The four major campuses of the university have leased line access to the VSNL server. Through optical 
fibre network different departments and faculty members get access to E-mail and Internet facilities by 
router system. The central library is automated by using SOUL developed by IFILIBNET. 


The university has created the B.C. Guha Center for Genetic Engineering and Biotechnology and the 
S.N. Pradhan Institute of Neuroscience with financial assistance from NRIs and eminent individuals. 
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The State Government and the Government of India have also extended financial assistance to the 
B.C. Guha Centre. 


The National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC) visited the university and awarded a 
five star status to it in May 2001. The University has also been declared by UGC as the "University 
with potential for excellence".

Autonomous College : 


One of the major recent developments has been the confermation of autonomous status on St.Xavier's 
College, Kolkata. It is the first autonomous college under this University of Calcutta. An Autonomous 
College will conduct its own examinations and set its own curricula but degrees will continue to be 
` awarded by the University. 


Convocation : 


On 27th March 2006 Convocation was held to confer the degree of Doctor of Science, Honoris 
Causa on Prof. Andre Beteille and Dr Sankar Lal Adhya, and the Doctor of Literature, Honoris Causa, 
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on Prof. Purussottama Lal. Prof. Andre Beteille also delivered the convocation speach, Eminent 
Teacher Award for 2005 wore conferred on Prof. Arun Kumar Dattagupta, Prof. Archana Sharma, 
Prof. Indubhusan Chattopadhyay, Prof. Kajal Sengupta and Prof.Mihir Choudhury. 


Asutosh Museum : 


The Asutosh Museum of Indian Art has been given a new look this year after a thorough refurnishing, 
relocating, repainting and rearrangements of the exhibits. This new look museum has attracted 
visitor both from India and abroad in unprecedented numbers. 


During the period under review the work of documentation of Art and Archaeological material in the 
Asutosh Museum has also made significant progress. 351 items consisting of excavated terracottas 
from Chandraketugarh, Berachampa, 24-Parganas(N) and folk art objects from West Bengal, 
Bangladesh, Orissa and Jharkhand have been entered into the Register. 


Placement Cell : 


During the period since the last convocation, 191 students have so far been placed in jobs through 
this cell in companies such as Hindustan Lever Limited, HCL Technologies Ltd, Tata Consultancy 
Services, Tata Chemicals Ltd, Haldia Petrochemicals Ltd etc.

Calcutta the status of a * University with Potential for Excellence” (UPE). 


е The Times Education Foundation, a London-based organisation engaged in educational 
research, has recently published a global ranking of universities in a publication entitied The 
Times Higher Education Supplement. In this ranking the University of Calcutta has taken its 
proud place among the top 100 universities of the world in the Arts and Humanities section. 


e Every year the Institute of Higher Education, Sanghai Jian-Tong University, China has been 
publishing a list of the world's top 500 institutions of higher learning. The most recent list is now 
available on the Internet under the heading " Academic Ranking of the World Universities, 
2005”. University of Calcutta is the only University from India and also from the SAARC region 
to appear on the list. 
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5.3 | JADAVPUR UNIVERSITY (1955) 


In the year of 1905-06, the attempt of the British rulers to partition Bengal led to a countrywide 
agitation. The intense nationalist movement found cultural expression in one form of reaction against 
the prevalent system of education. The National Council of Education, Bengal, was started in 1906 
‘To impart and promote the imparting of Education — Literary and Scientific, as well as Technical and 
professional — on national lines and exclusively under national control, not in opposition to, but 
standing apart, from existing system of Primary, Secondary and Collegiate Education. 


The foundation of the National Council of Education, Bengal, was made possible by three generous 
donors: Raja Subodh Chandra Mallik, Brojendra Kishore Roy Chowdhury of Gouripur and Maharaja 
Surya Kanta Acharyya Choudhury Bahadur of Mymensingh. The first President of NCE, Bengal was 
Sir Rash Behari Ghose. Thereafter Rabindranath Tagore, Sri Aurobindo, Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy, 
Prafulla Chandra Ray and other eminent leaders were associated with it. 


Under the leadership of Sir Rash Behari Ghose, a society named 'Society for Promotion of Technical 
Education in Bengal' in parallel to NCE, Bengal, was founded with the objective of imparting scientific 
and technical education for industrial progress. The Bengal Technical Institution (later known as the 
College of Engineering and Technology, Bengal) was started in the wake of such efforts. In 1910 the 
Society for Promotion of Technical Education in Bengal was amalgamated with NCE, Bengal. 


At the time of Independence the College of Engineering and Technology, Bengal was virtually 
functioning as a University. Under the statutory recognition of the Govt. of West Bengal, on 24 December 
1955 the institution was accorded the status of a University and its name was altered to 'Jadavpur 
University'.

e in the Faculty о! Arts, a 2 - year Post Graduate Diploma in Yoga Therapy under the 
Department of Physical Education has been introduced. A P.G. Certificate course in 
Editing and Publishing has also been introduced. 


e Two new Centres for specialized Studies and Research viz, 1) Centre for Quality 
Construction and Sir C. V Raman Centre for Physics & 2) Music have been started. 
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e Department of English has been designated by the UGC as a Center of Advanced

* The Department of Science and Technology, Government of India has extended support 
lo the Department of Chemical Engineering and School of Energy Studies with grants of 
Rs. 65.00 lakhs and Rs. 20.00 lakhs respectively under its FIST (Funding for Improvement 
of Science & Technology Infrastructure in University) programme. 


e UGC has brought two of the premier Engineering Departments, Mechanical Engineering 
and Chemical Engineering, under its Departmental Research Support (DRS) of Special 
Assistance Programme (SAP) and Department of Metallurgical & Material Engineering 
has been upgraded from DRS to DSA (Department of Special Assistance) status. 


* Industry Institute Partnership Cell has accelerated its speed in industry interaction 
providing multiple services towards consultancy/testing /R & D facilities to about 160 
organizations/ Government departments as well as in public and private sectors all over 
India.

Industries, CESC, M.N. Dastur and Company, Airport Authority of India etc.

Its main objective is * to encourage in 
conformity with the ideas and thoughts of Rabindranath Tagore, the integration of cultural heritage 
of the nation consistent with its linguistic and socio-economic history and to enable it to function 
more efficiently as a university encouraging and providing for instruction, teaching, training and 
research..". The Maharshi Bhaban and Bichitra located at Jorasanko Complex of the university 
houses (i) a biographical museum on Tagore and aspects of the Bengal Renaissance; (ii) three Art 
galleries-the first one exhibiting Tagore's paintings (original), the second the portraits and personal 
effects of the family and the third the paintings of the Bengal School painters, notably Abanindranath 
Tagore, Nandalal Bose, Jamini Roy, Ramkinkar Baij etc.

After the process of Assessment and Accreditation of the University as a whole by NAAC during 
2001, the University is taking Strategic Plans for accelerating new programmes of teaching and 
research in Emerging Areas before the next visit of the Peer Review Team of NAAC which is due in 
2007. The Internal Quality Assurance Cell is going to organize one day workshop on Best Practices 
under the auspices of NAAC and for which financial assistance to the tune of Rs.1.05 lakh has been 
received from NAAC. 
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Assistance received from UGC 8: State Govt. under Plan Head : 


The progress of the Developmental schemes also speaks for continuing progress. The University 
has received and fully utilized a grant of Rs. 204.00 lakh out of a total allocation of Rs. 340.00 lakh 
as X Plan Developmental Assistance from UGC. Appreciating the progress the university has so far 
made, UGC has released the third installment of Developmental Assistance to the tune of Rs. 68.00 
lakh. 


To take steady stride towards sustained development the University in the current financial year has 
submitted a proposal for capital construction to the tune of Rs. 2.50 crore to the Govt.of West Bengal 
towards construction of the Departments of Molecular Biology & Biotechnology, Microbiology, 
Physiology, Geography and renovation of Library Building and those are under active consideration 
of the Higher Education Department. Against an administrative approval of Rs.14.00 lakh the University 
has received an amount of Rs. 7.50 lakh towards construction and repair of Science Faculty Road.

i) To combat the problem of arsenic contamination in ground water of several districts of West 
Bengal, the Chemistry department has been continuing extensive researches on arsenic 
mobilisation and its possible remedial measures with the support of Indo-French Centre For 
The Promotion Of Advanced Research (IFCMR), Indo-Swedish Collaboration and with 
the Project supported by Rajiv Gandhi National Drinking Water Mission of the Govt. of 
India. 


The Collaborative Project entitled "Nanoscale Biogeochemistry of Arsenic and 
Remediation of High Arsenic Groundwaters in Southern Asia" funded by EPSRC, 
Wiltshire, UK with a sanctioned amount of £ 75,000 sterling pound (Rs. 54.00 lakh) 
involving University of Manchester, UK has left much impression in this regard. 


A number of Major Research projects have also been sanctioned in the recent past by DST 
and CSIR in Chemistry department. One of such projects is" Mono and Poly nuclear complexes 
of heavier transition metals incorporating Ligands with extended delocalization. A search for 
new electron transfer centres and photoactive materials."

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58 VIDYASAGAR UNIVERSITY (1981) 


The University was established on 29th September 1981 under the Vidyasagar University Act 1981 
(West Bengal Act VIII of 1981). It has been named after Pandit Iswar Chandra Bandyopadhyay, 
known as Vidyasagar, the great educationist and social worker of Bengal. The Vidyasagar University 
was established with a mission to serve the society through development of Higher Education. 
Moreover, this university intends to serve the local needs depending on ethnic, socio-cultural and 
geographical factors and at the same time, the demands of mainstream education. The University 
logo with the motto "Education, Knowledge, Progress" embodies the mission stated above. 


The campus of the university has an area of 182.75 acres (the main campus measuring 103.79 
acres, the residential campus 35.09 acres and the third campus 43.97 acres to be developed as the 
Centres of the University). 


The university is an affiliating one with its jurisdiction extending to the limit of Midnapore District or 
any District, which may be created in future out of any part thereof. Thirty colleges of Calcutta 
University within the District of Midnapore were initially deemed to have been affiliated to Vidyasagar 
University after ceasing to be affiliated to that university. Thereafter, a few colleges were established 
and affiliated to this university, taking the total number to 46. The figure includes three Law Colleges 
(one at Midnapore town, one at Haldia and another at Sarsuna, Kolkata) and 4 para-medical colleges, 
2 Govt. colleges and 2 Girls’ Colleges.

Netaji Subhas Open University was established by an Act of the State Government (Act XIX of 1997) 
on the occasion of birth centenary of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. The main objective of this Open 
University has been to provide higher education opportunities to those who can not pursue higher 
education due to socio-economic, inaccessibility or other limitations. 


The headquarters of the University is housed in a historic building originally owned by Sarat Chandra 
Bose, a freedom fighter and an elder brother of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. Now the University is 
going to offer its various courses outside the State of West Bengal. 


The University at present operates through 142 Study Centres in different colleges covering enrolled 
students of 69,000 of 15 Programmes in 55 courses.

Netaji Subhas Open University, the State University of West Bengal, will contribute to the building up 
of quality human resource base of the State and collaborate with other Open Universities of the 
National and State level towards the improvement of the quality of distance education and to promote 
and develop appropriate technology to create the distance education scenario of an international 
standard in our country keeping in view of the demands of the knowledge seekers for education 


appropriate to the twenty first century.

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5.10 THEWEST BENGAL UNIVERSITY OF TECHNOLOGY (2000) 


The West Bengal University of Technology Act 2000, under the West Bengal Act XV of 2000, was 
passed by the West Bengal Legislature and published in the Calcutta Gazette (Extraordinary) vide 
publication No 146-L dated 20th July 2000. The West Bengal University of Technology came into 
existence on 7th August 2000. It started functioning with the assumption of office of the first Vice- 
Chancellor on 15th January 2001 through affiliation of Institutions / Colleges. 


The University is currently located at BF-142, Sector-l, Salt Lake and has a Second Campus at 
AQ13/1 Sector V, Salt Lake, Kolkata-700091. It is proposed to build main campus at Haringhata, on 
NH 34 near Kalyani, on a 40-acre land. The boundary wall for the allotted land is taken up as at first 
stage of construction. West Bengal Industrial Infrastructure Development Corporation is the Project 
Management Agency. 


To achieve self-reliance the Country requires Centre of Excellence for evolving World Class Technology. 
The University has twin objectives: (a) to serve as a Centre of Excellence in teaching and research 
& (b) to provide affiliation to engineering, technological and management institutes. In order to fulfill 
the above objectives three Centres of Excellence viz. Department of Biotechnology, Department of 
Information Technology & IBM Centre of Excellence Laboratory have been set up in the University. 


At present as many as 76 engineering, technology and management institutes all over West Bengal 
have been successfully functioning under the guidance and control of this University. 


The University has taken over the charge of the IIIT-C and transformed it into a Department of 
Information Technology of the University. Besides, the other in-house programme of the University 
i. e. M.Tech. in Biotechnology, M.Tech. in Bioinformatics, M.Sc. in Bioinformatics, M.Tech. in Software 
Engg., M.E. in Computer Science & Engg., М.Е. in Information Technology have been running in full 
swing.

Evaluation : 


A detailed calendar of academic and related activities is published at the beginning of each year and 
is followed rigorously. Each academic year is divided in two semesters - Even (January to June) and 
Odd (July to December). At the conclusion of each semester, an end-semester examination is 
conducted as per program announced by the Controller of Examinations. The performance evaluation 
comprise two distinct components : 


° “day-to-day” evaluation through practical tests, assignments, quizzes, participation and 
regularity. 
° “end-of-semester” evaluation through written/practical examinations for theory and practical 


items and appropriate interactive assessment of sessional items. 


° The examination scripts are centrally evaluated under supervision of respective head 
examiners to enable adherence to uniformity in the standard of grading. Individual grade 
cards are issued in 7-point grading system simultaneously the whole process taking about 
one month from the conclusion of examination. 
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Academic Activities During 2005-06 : 


The University now has 45 permanent employees and 24 teaching faculty members on its rolls. 
There are two Advisers to help the University with our academic activity. 


The library has now nearly 12500 books and subscribes to nearly 50 Indian and three foreign journals. 
Besides these, there is access to nearly 35000 full text e-journals. This caters towards the need of 
the University staff, students and the faculty. The University has established a Digital Library in 
collaboration with L2C2Technologies. It involved an upgradation of a Library Management software 
KOHA to a truly Digital Library management software. The Library is now open 14 hours a day on 
weekdays and 12 hours on Sundays and Saturdays. This has been made possible with the induction 
of Earn While You Learn Scheme for the students. Under this scheme the students can earn @ 
Rs.50 per hour for a maximum of 25 hours in a month. 


Industry Institute Partnership and Research activities in the School of Information 
Technology. 


° University has decided to go in for technical collaboration with ESP microDesign Inc., for 
participating in a joint venture. 


° ESP microDesign Inc., an US based start up organisation seeks to commercialise a new 
parallel digital processor platform. This new platform will provide customers with both the 
design tools and the production hardware needed to develop and manufacture a revolutionary 
class of solutions to difficult digital processing problems. The innovative technology provides 
design engineers a fully software programmable architecture that has the capacity to meet 
the performance needs of next generation wireless communication devices, network packet 
routing boxes, medical imaging diagnostic machines, robotic vision systems, natural human 
speech interfaces and more.

All these programs are AICTE approved. One PG Diploma in Software engineering is also being 
offered. 


School of Biotechnology 


From the School of Biotechnology the University is offering two M.Tech. programs in 
Biotechnology and Bioinformatics. The Biotechnology program is fully supported by the 
Department of Biotechnology, Govt. of India. An annual grant of nearly Rs.30 lakhs has been 
obtained on this account from DBT. The University has also been accorded the status of an 
Associate member by the DB/T Task Force on Bioinformatics. Both the M.Tech. courses are 
approved by the AICTE. A program of Integrated Ph.D. in Molecular Biology has also been 
started. The students of Biotechnology are recruited through a centrally administered admission 


process. 


Two 100 litres fermentors for growing Azotobacter chrococcum in the Biofertiliser project 
have been set up. 


As on date it has been made possible to isolate and study 21 novel microbes with the ability 
to take up heavy metal ions using EDXRF of IUC-DAE and Transmission Electron Microscopy. 
A systematic study is being conducted about the presence of heavy metal ions and other 
trace elements in microbes, plants and eukaryotic cells from East Calcutta Wetlands.

The 
meeting was also attended by Prof. K.L.Chopra, ex-Director IIT, Prof. Subir Chaudhury, ex-Director 
ПМ, Kolkata. A spin off this discussion meeting has been the establishment of EKTA incubation 
Centre. 


The previous Chairman of AICTE Prof. R.Natarajan chaired a brain storming session attended by 22 
academics including Vice-Chairman, Higher Education Council, Prof. Subimal Sen. This meeting 
discussed the issues related to Use of Open Source in Technical Education. 


In order to ensure good quality text books, especially for the Under graduate students WBUT has 
entered into an MoU with New Age publishers for publication of books. The University has taken 
initiative to develop soft skill of the students by entering into agreement with several institutions. 
They are running pilot projects in the University with an approach that their program gets fine tuned 
to the needs of the students of West Bengal University of Technology. The Cambridge program of 
British Council, Orient Longmans, IMS are engaged in this, to name a few. 


A one day workshop was organised where eight industrial houses mainly from IT sector participated 
where the industry's perspective in terms of the skill set requirement of the students to increase their 
employability was discussed. 


5.11 THE BENGAL ENGINEERING AND SCIENCE UNIVERSITY, (2004) 
Genesis 


Established way back in 1856, as the Civil Engineering College, Calcutta; renamed as 'Bengal. 
Engineering College’ in 1921 and elevated to the status of a ‘Deemed University’ in 1992; the University 
with its present name as 'Bengal Engineering and Science University, Shibpur has come into being 
with effect from October 1, 2004. With a presence of nearly150 years, it is considered to be one of 
the pioneers of engineering education in India; 


The University is located in a sylvan surrounding in the district of Howrah, on the bank of the river 
Hooghly and is adjacent to the famous Indian Botanic Garden. It is only a few minutes drive to the 
heart of Kolkata through the Vidyasagar Setu.

Ramakrishna Mission Vivekananda Educational and Research Institute has been established as a 
self financing Deemed to be university, the first of its kind in West Bengal. This university under 
Ramakrishna Mission's aegis forms in a sense the actualization of Swami Vivekananda's vision about 
a university at Belur. Swami Vivekananda wanted a unique type of Educational Institute that would 
combine the best elements of the East and the West and impart such an education that would be 
character-building at the individual level and at the collective level help the enormous task of nation- 
building. The sincere efforts initiated by Ramakrishna Mission during Swami Vivekananda's birth 
centenary in 1963 culminated in the creation of a deemed university in 2005. 


This new university bearing the name of Swami Vivekananda will focus on certain thrust areas 
which are generally the 'gap areas' in conventional universities in the country. 


Some of these thrust areas are : 


(1) Disability Management and Special Education (that would train teachers to manage visually 
impaired, mentally retarded and hearing impaired children and adults through teacher-training 
courses and research), 


(2) Integrated Rural Development including Tribal Development (which would strive to achieve 
all round development for the rural and tribal people by imparting education in areas like 
integrated pest management, agro-based and appropriate bio-technology), 


(3) Disaster Management (including pre- and post-disaster management techniques), 


(4) Indian Cultural and Spiritual Heritage including Value Education (which would expose and 
sensitize our youth and adults to the eternal values enshrined in our heritage with a view to 
educating them in liberal, non- sectarian, non-dogmatic principles and doctrines conducive 
to peace, harmony, love, mutual respect and fellow-feeling). 


While the central administrative office that would monitor and regulate the programmes will be situated 
in West Bengal at Belur Math in the district of Howrah, the university will operate and function in the 
matter of running the various courses etc through the different centres of Ramakrishna Mission 
spread over the country, all of them being under the regulatory control of Belur Math headquarters.

It conducts 
courses in arts, fine arts, science, agriculture, education, etc. It is also a centre for research on 
works and ideas of Rabindranath Tagore.

6.2.2 IGNOU (Indira Gandhi National Open University) 


6.2.2.1 ANEW CONCEPT

Distance Education is often confused with Correspondence Education. The distinction between 
Correspondence Education and Distance Education lies in their aims, methods and orientation. 
Correspondence Education is an extension of conventional education. Distance Education aims at 
varied goals. These include personal growth, training for better job prospects and job enhancement, 
a change in attitude, etc., in addition to imparting knowledge. Distance Education allows learning at 
one's own pace and offers easy entry and exit points. It makes life-long learning a reality. Distance 
Education employs a multimedia learning package. It is characterised essentially by the advanced 
learning strategies effected by modern communication technology. Correspondence Education, on 
the-other hand, depends mostly on printed materials distributed by post.

6.2.2.5 STUDENT SUPPORT SERVICES 


Support services are provided through a network of Study Centres scattered all over the country. 
Study Centres are the actual focal points where the learners receive regular information and learning 
support. Each Study Centre is provided with library, audio and video facilities for the students. 
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Senior and experienced academics and professionals are engaged in face-to-face counselling to 
further help them in the learning process. The Study Centres are generally located in existing 
educational institutions and normally function on holidays and Sundays and in the evening on working 
days. Each Study Centre is manned by part-time staff drawn from the host institution. To co-ordinate 
the functioning of Study Centres IGNOU has set up 19 Regional Centres in different parts of the 
country. 


The IGNOU Regional Centre, Calcutta looks after the activities of the University in West Bengal. A 
list of Study Centres under Calcutta is given in the Appendix.

The Bose Institute was founded by Acharya Sir Jagadish Chandra Bose in 1917 for the advancement 
of science and dissemination of knowledge. The Institute has served the nation for the past 85 years 
through its pursuit of advancement of knowledge in science and technology. There are departments 
of Biochemistry, Biophysics, Botany, Microbiology, Chemistry and Physics and the research sections 
on Animal Physiology, Environmental Science, Immunotechnology and Plant Molecular & Cellular 
Genetics. In addition, there are support and service centres like RSIC, DIC, Library, Workshop etc. 


Research Activities 


The research programmes of the Biochemistry Department include studies for the basic understanding 
of gene expression in plants and bacteria, plant and animal biotechnology, yeast and parasite 
molecular biology, structure-activity relationship proteins and structural biology. 


The major theme of the Biophysics Department is structure, function and dynamics of biomolecules. 
The research interests are mainly focused on proteins, nucleic acids and small pharmacologically 


active compounds. 
The major research goal of Botany Department established in 1917 is to improve crop productivity 
using conventional and modern techniques, where genes with elite characters particularly those 


endowed with biotic and abiotic stress tolerance are identified and located in wild relatives, with an 
objective to incorporate those in cultigens of rice, Brassica, Beta and Chenopodium using breeding, 


tissue culture and genetic engineering techniques. 


OTHER UNIVERSITIES 


The programmes of the Chemistry Department are centred around studies on biomolecules. The 
major objective is to understand the chemical and biochemical nature of these molecules and gain 
information about their roles in biological processes. 


The research activities of the Microbiology Department address mainly the problems in the areas of 
parasitic and bacterial infections, drug design, detoxification, plant-microbe and mineral-microbe 
interactions. 


The Physics Department is one of the oldest departments in the Institute, as the founder himself 
was a physicist. The main objective of this department is to improve our understanding of the basic 
laws of nature, in the realm of both macro and micro worlds. 


The Research Section on Animal Physiology was established in1930 with the objective of 
understanding basic amphibian, piscine and invertebrate physiology, reproductive physiology, drug 
research and nutrition. 


The section on Environmental Sciences created in1992 mainly deals with studies on Air, Noise, 
Water, Land and Biological environment and provide consultancy services to Industries. The section 


extends consultancy work on Quality Control, Monitoring and Control and Environmental Pollution at 
the local and national level. 


The Immunotechnology section was created in 1992. Newly introduced programmes include an 
effect to understand phage induced modifications and inactivation of host aminoacyl tRNA synthetase, 
and a study of white spot syndrome associated baculovirus affecting shrimp aquaculture in India. 


The Plant Molecular & Cellular Genetics section was established in1989 with the objective of studying 
basic and applied aspects of plant processes through modern molecular approaches.

The Indian Institute of Chemical Biology has always focussed basic research in Bio-Medical science.

71 GENERAL INFORMATION ON GOVERNMENT AND NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES: 


There are, different categories of Colleges in West Bengal like Govt. colleges, non Govt. colleges 
under pay packet scheme and private self financing colleges under the administrative jurisdiction of 
the Higher Education Department. They include General Degree Colleges and professional colleges 
like Law Colleges, Teachers' Training Colleges, Management colleges and Engineering & Technical 
Colleges etc. Districtwise distribution of various category of colleges has been shown here. 


General Degree Colleges in this State are under two broad categories—(i) Government Colleges 
and (ii) Non-Government Colleges. Self financing private colleges have also been set up in this 


area. 


Government Colleges are directly controlled by the State Government. The entire expenditure for 
these Colleges are borne by the Higher Education Department. The teaching and non-teaching staff 


of these Colleges are Government employees. 


The Non-Government Degree Colleges are also financed by the Higher Education Department 
almost entirely. In 1978, the PAY PACKET SCHEME was introduced for payment of salary of teaching 
and non-teaching employees of the Colleges under the West Bengal Colleges (Payment of Salaries) 
Act, 1978. All Non-Government degree colleges (including erstwhile sponsored colleges) receive 
salary under this scheme. Recently the State Govt. has allowed a few autonomous non profit making 
societies/trusts to set up a few private colleges on self financing basis. The General Degree Colleges 
have a wide variety in enrolment, subjects offered and in educational achievements.

The Department feels that Honours teaching facility should be evenly distributed in the districts 
amongst various subjects in Arts, Science and Commerce Groups. Efforts are being made to move 


in that direction. 


In the case of extension of affiliation to new subjects in the existing colleges, the infrastructure of the 
particular college, its teaching strength, academic record as evidenced by examination results, 
location, area served, etc. are taken. into consideration. Special importance is also given for according 
affiliation to new subjects in colleges, which have a higher SC/ ST student population. A number of 
Govt. and Non-Govt. Colleges have been given extension of affiliation in respect of new subjects 
during 2005-2006. Some colleges have more than one shift on account of student population.

CHAPTER -7 


Out of 375 General Degree Colleges in West Bengal only 257 Colleges have the facáity for science 
teaching at General and / or Honours level. These science-teaching colleges are, however, nol 
evenly distributed throughout ali the districts. The loliowing table wili show percentage of distribution 
of colleges with science teaching tacility in the districts.

Most of the sciences teaching colleges teach physical sciences (Physics/Chemistry). Life Sciences 
(Botany/Zoology/Physiology) are taught in a much lesser number of colleges. Subjects like Statistics, 
Geology, Computer Science, Electronics, etc. are taught in a limited number of colleges although 
there is a great demand for those subjects. In view of the above, the Higher Education Department 
has been granting affiliation for Computer Science and Electronics in several colleges at both the 
general and the honours level. 


It may be noted from the following table that only 207 colleges offer teaching in Commerce. As 
regards districtwise distribution of these colleges, the percentage is high (i.e. more than 60%) in only 
6 districts, namely, Howrah, Hooghly, Burdwan, Birbhum, Nadia and South 24 Parganas.

There are girls' colleges in all districts except Birbhum and North Dinajpur. The oldest Girls' College 
іп the State is Bethune College, which was established in 1879.

FACILITIES 


Although games and sports are not included in regular curricular programme of General Degree 
Colleges, the Government encourages these activities in various ways. There are posts of Physical 
Instructor/ Physical Instructress in all Government Colleges and in some Non-Government Colleges. 
They are entrusted with the responsibility of organising games and sports in respective colleges. 
Grants are released to colleges for purchase of equipment for games and sports. 


GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


Most of the Govt. Colleges have playgrounds within or outside. The students of the colleges are 
encouraged to participate in games and sports. An INTER-GOVT. COLLEGE ATHLETIC MEET is 
held every year. 


NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


The picture of the non-Govt. colleges is slightly different. It is understood from available data that 
105 colleges have playground attached to those colleges, while 25 colleges have playground outside 
the, campus. But the playgrounds of most of those colleges are not spacious enough for popular 
games like football or cricket. Like Govt. Colleges, inter non-Govt. College athletic meet and Football 
competition is organised by the Directorate of Physical Education annually. 


7.3 HOSTEL FACILITIES IN COLLEGES 


All the Government Engineering and Technological Colleges have hostel facility. All the Govt. Teachers' 
Training Colleges, excepting one, also have this facility. Amongst the Govt. General Degree Colleges. 
however, only ten colleges have hostels. Amongst the non-Govt. (General Degree and Teachers' 
Training) colleges, ninety three colleges offer this facility. The number of non-Govt. colleges in each 
district having hostel facility is shown below :

SOME SALIENT FEATURES OF COLLEGES 
Government Colleges 


Centre for Advanced Study : 


Presidency College has a Centre for Advanced Studies in Economics. This centre was started 
in 1972 under the Special Assistance Programme of the U.G.C. The centre helps in conducting 
the teaching programme in Economics at B.A (Hons) level and carries out research 
programmes. Seminars and workshops are also organised by the Centre on various aspects 
of macro and micro-economics. The primary thrust of research in the Centre has been in the 
formulation of approaches and methods for understanding some important problems of Indian 
economy. Two posts of Professors have been created by the Govt. of West Bengal exclusively 
for the Centre. The Geology Deptt. of Presidency College has been declared as Centre for 
Advance Studies (CAS) by the U.G.C. in 2006 and Rs. 1 Crore has also be granted for overall 
upgradation of infrastructure of this Department. 


College of Excellence : 


Presidency College is the first college in West Bengal to be declared as the 'College with 
Potential for Excellence' by the UGC and Rs. 35 lakhs have been granted by UGC which is 
being used for total computerization of the college. Loreto College, St. Xavier's College and 
Scottis Church College, Kolkata have also earned this distinction. 


Research / Partnership : 


Ford Foundation, UGC, DST -Gol, CSIR, etc, have funded special research and academic 
projects in top government colleges. Presidency College alone has received nearly Rs. 5 cr 
Libraries, Laboratories and Computer systems have been upgraded to enhance research and 
other academic facilities. 


Created financial flexibility : 


The Principals of the Govt. Colleges have been given the financial powers of DPI/Secretary for 
sanctioning expenditure. They do not have to approach HE Deptt/DPI for these matters, as 
was the system before.

B. Non-Government Colleges 


Besides the Government Colleges, the State at present has 501 Non-Government Colleges of 
different categories of which 375 are non-Government General Degree College. Serampore College, 
established in 1818 under the initiative of the Danish Government is the oldest. It thus coincides with 
the year of establishment of Hindu College (later Presidency College) in Calcutta. It was followed by 
Krishnath College (1858), St. Xaviers’ College (1860), St. Paul's College (1865) and Midnapore College 
(1873). The establishment of the colleges was, in some cases, associated with the National 
(Education) Movement in India during the British period, such as Surendranath College (1884) and 
Jadavpur Vidyapith (now Jadavpur Vidyapith College of Education). The decadal growth of Colleges 
(Appendix 11) will show the course of development of Non-Government Colleges. 


Since Independence, the Central and the State Governments have appointed various commissions 
in the field of education, the University Education Commission, 1948-49, the Indian Education 
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Commission (Kothari Commission), 1964-66 and the Education Commission (Ashok Mitra 
Commission), 1992-93 etc. for the improvement of education and the service conditions of the Non- 
Government College teachers which were not at par with those of the Government Colleges teachers. 
Various effective steps have been taken for the improvement of the service conditions of teachers of 
Non-Government Colleges since the Left Front Government came into power in 1977, which 
include : 


e As there was no security in service of College teachers and the payment of their salary 
was irregular, the present Government, after assumption of power, passed the West Bengal 
College (Payment of Salaries) Act, 1978 by which the security of service and the payment 
of salaries were ensured by the State Government. The Pay Packet Scheme is administered 
by Education Directorate. 


e The Governing body of the Non-Government Colleges was democratized by the inclusion 
of elected representatives of the teaching and the non-teachings staff of the college. 


e Previously the non-Government Colleges had to deposit 50% of their income in the 
Government Exchequer against the total payment of salary by the State Government. But 
the Government has. waived this deposit. 


e Similarly, Death-cum-Retirement benefit scheme was sanctioned for teachers of Non- 
Government Colleges in 1978. In 1993-94 an enhanced rate of pension and other benefits 
were sanctioned for teachers who had opted for them, making the benefits at par with those 
of the Government College teachers. A Pension Cell is attached to the Pay Packet Section 
of the Education Directorate to look after the payment of the Retirement Benefits of the 
Non-Government College teachers. Recently (2005-06) Govt. has taken urgent steps to 
clear the backlogs in pension related cases. 


e Setting up of new departments/affiliation of new subjects in the emerging areas. 
e Setting up of new courses/programme on self financing basis. 


e Professional and vocational courses in collaboration with different organisations/institutes. 


Expansion and Quality improvement : 


The State Government has concentrated on the decentralization of educational opportunities to the 
rural and other backward areas of the State to meet the demands of the people for education. 
Between 1977 to 2004 General Degree Colleges have been established in different parts of the 
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State. The State Government is equally conscious of the need for improvement of the quality of 
college education. Every year the State Government has been sanctioning grants for the development 
of libraries and laboratories of the Colleges. Funds are also released for the repair, reconstruction/ 
renovation and extension of college buildings. 


The responsibility of management of non-Government colleges lies with the Governing Bodies of 
the colleges subject to overall jurisdiction of the State Govt. The academic matters of the Colleges 
are looked after by the University concerned to which the colleges are affiliated.

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Structure of the country. However, maintenance of quality in Higher Education considering all socio- 
economic aspects, including the higher amount of investment per student, is a matter of paramount 
importance. 


In order to address this issue of quality in higher education in the country, an apex evaluatory body, 
the National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC, Bangalore) has been constituted under 
the jurisdiction of the University Grants Commission, New Delhi in 1994. 


In West Bengal seven state-aided universities attached to this department and 106 General Degree 
Colleges have been assessed and accredited by NAAC so far. 


° Placement of Teachers in Non-Government Colleges 


The State Government established the West Bengal College Service Commission in 1979 for 
making recommendations for filling up the vacancies of different categories of teaching posts 
in Non-Government colleges. The College Service Commission has been successful in filling 
up the vacant posts of academic staff in large numbers and has helped in raising the academic 
atmosphere in the Colleges. 


e Commitment of the State Govt. towards Payment of higher remuneration to Part-time 
Teachers

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8.1 TEACHERS' TRAINING 


Secondary Teacher Education Programme in West Bengal : 


In all there are 47 Secondary Teacher Education (B.Ed) Institutions established decades ago. Out of 
these 7 are Government Colleges, 19 are Government aided full-fledged colleges, 15 are Government 
aided General Colleges with B.Ed. Departments and 6 Universities where B.Ed. Course is offered. 


In the last 3 years 35 new Secondary Teachers Education Institutions have been established on self- 
financing basis with a view to cope with the growing demand of trained teachers in the State. The 
Government of West Bengal has issued no objection for establishment of such colleges on the 
recommendation of West Bengal State Council of Higher Education and the Universities have given 
affiliation to some of those colleges for running the B.Ed. Course. 


All the 7 Government Colleges and all 6 B.Ed. Departments in the Universities are, at present, 
recognized by the National Council for Teacher Education (NCTE). Out of 19 Non-Govt. full-fledged 
teacher training colleges 11 have already got recognition of NCTE and the rest are under process of 
getting the same very soon. Out of 15 non-Govt. Degree Colleges having B.Ed. Department 7 have 
already got recognition from NCTE. Out of 36 very recently established self-financing colleges 3 
have secured NCTE recognition. 


The training colleges not yet recognized by the NCTE are getting ready to achieve that and the Govt. 
of West Bengal has taken necessary steps to get those colleges recognized as soon as possible. 


The steps taken by the Govt. of West Bengal to improve the situation for fulfillment of norms and 
standards for B.Ed. programme as laid down by the NCTE are as follows : 


1. Infrastructure of Govt. aided teacher education colleges has been improved and for this Rs. 37 
lakhs has been allotted particularly for construction purpose during the Financial Year 2004- 
2005 and Rs.7 lakhs during the Financial Year 2005-2006. 


2. Тһе Govt. of West Bengal has created 30 additional posts of lecturers in different Govt. aided 
teacher education colleges in 2004-2005. This has been done to equip the college in respect 
of teacher strength as per NCTE norm. 


С}. Almost all the colleges have reduced their intake of trainees to follow the МСТЕ norms. 


4. M.Ed. course has been introduced at David Hare Training College and Education Deptt. of 
Calcutta University and Kalyani University. The total intake being 70. Institute of Education for 
Women, Hastings House, is going to start M.Ed. Course and for this they have applied to 
NCTE for getting recognition from this year. 


5. The Teacher-Educators, who have been appointed after 1996, are deputed for undergoing 
M.Ed. Course. This step has been taken to improve their qualification as per NCTE norm. 


6. David Hare Training College has been upgraded to Institute of Advance Studies in 
Education(IASE) and 4 colleges viz. Govt. College of Education, Banipur, Institute of Education 
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for Women, Hastings House, Govt. Training College, Hooghly, and Ramkrishna Mission Sikshak 
Sikshan Mandir, Belurmath, have been upgraded to Centres for Teacher Education(CTE). Two 
more colleges are going to be upgraded to CTE very soon. 


The Teachers' Training Colleges fall into two categories: (a) B.Ed Colleges and (b) Physical Education 
Colleges.

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83 LAW EDUCATION 


The introduction of law education in India can be traced back to the year 1827 when the course was 
introduced in Hindu College. When Presidency College came into being in 1855, law education became 
an important department of the College. Various factors, however, compelled this law department to be 
abolished in 1884, Ripon College (now Surendranath College) was granted affiliation to teach B. L. in 
1885. The next major step in law education of the State was taken when Calcutta University opened its 
law college in 1909. Since 1970, four more law colleges have come up, along with law colleges at 
North Bengal and Burdwan Universities, The academic status of law education has however, fluctuated 
over the decades. Initially, it attracted brilliant scholars and produced most of the legal luminaries of the 
19th century. After the First World War, the legal profession became overcrowded. After the 
Independence, law graduates came to be in high demand due to industrial and commercial growth and 
the facilities for law education was expanded. 


Previously, the study of law comprised 3 year courses but of late, a major innovation has been made by 
introducing а 5-year integrated course on the recommendations of the All India Bar Council. The 
course starts beyond the H.S, stage and the first 2 years include, apart from some basic law courses, 
English, Political Science, History and allied subjects. The last three years are devoted to the teaching 
of only law subjects. 


The West Bengal University of Juridical Science was formally inaugurated on 22nd April 2000. The 
admission to the 5-year Course in law offered by the University is made through an All India Entrance 
Examination. The present position in legal education in the State is enumerated below in a summary 
form. Law Colleges have also been established on self financing basic.

Indo French Cultural Centre & Museum (called Institut de Chandernagor) is situated on the west 
bank of river Hooghly. The ecology of this area is charmful and pleasant. Institute has potential in two 
aspects — education and tourism. The building of the Institute (Dupleix Palace) is a historical monument. 
The building itself is an object of the museum, architecture Neo-classical columns of Tuscan Order 
i.e. gothic style, rebuild in 1812-14. 


The Institute is a mass Education Centre to run with three wings — Museum, Library and French 
language study, also to promote the culture and heritage of two countries India and France. 


The first meeting of the Governing Body was held on 6th February 2006 at the Institute, 
Chandernagore under the Chairmanship of the Hon'ble Governor of West Bengal.

The museum has a potentiality of the Colonial history of Bengal particularly three hundred years 
French Colonial history of Chandernagore. Now the museum occupies the major part of the main 
building. There are ten (10) galleries i.e. (1) East India Companies, (2) French periodic furniture, (3) 
French Administration, (4) Dupleix (Governor at Chandernagore 1731-1741), (5) Freedom of 
Chandernagor, (6) Indian Freedom Movement and role of Chandernagore, (7) Paintings, Coins and 
Manuscript, (8)School of painting of Chandernagore, (9) Handicrafts, (10) Terracotta & Metal casting 


(cire perdue casting). 
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Professor Basudeb Chattopadhyay, Director of Archives, Government of West Bengal has suggested 
in the first meeting of the Governing Body on 6th February 2006, that Indian Freedom Movement 
gallery should be required to re-orient. 


In this aspect the State Archives would be glad to share for giving photographs of revolutionary 
phase in connection with Chandernagore. The step has been taken to prepare a blueprint of display 
in two galleries i.e. Indian Freedom Movement and East India Companies. After approval of the 
Hon'ble Governor, West Bengal, the Chairman of the Governing Body, the first phase of work will be 
started in this financial year. 


Indian and Foreign visitors of different countries visited the museum throughout the year. A 
historiography according to month wise visitors to visit the museum in 2005. 


Temporary Exhibition : 


An Archival temporary exhibition was held from 23rd to 31st January 2006, on Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose. The Government of India handed over these archival documents to the Mukherjee Commission. 
In this connection a sit and draw competition was organized among the children.

A pamphlet "The Indo French Cultural Centre & Museum, a historical background" was 
published in this financial year 2005-06. 

Library : 


The library has a rich collection of old French Administrative records "Journal official" and French law 
books "Dalloze".

The West Bengal Board of Examination for admission to Engineering, Medical and Technological 
Degree Colleges was formed as West Bengal Board of Examination for admission to Engineering 
Degree Colleges in the year 1962 vide Order No. 828-Edn(T) dated 02.03.1962 in terms of an 
Executive Order issued by the Higher Education Department (Technical Branch), Government of 
West Bengal, born out of a concept of holding a common admission test for the Engineering Colleges 
of the State of West Bengal. The basic purpose was to select candidates for consideration for admission 
to the State Universities/Colleges/ Institutions on the basis of the results of a single competitive 
examination which would also lead to saving of time, energy and expenditure on the part of the 
candidates in appearing at number of entrance tests. 


Since inception, the office of the Board has been functioning at Slater Hall in the campus of Bengal 
Engineering and Science University, Shibpur [erstwhile Bengal Engineering College], Howrah — 711103. 
The Vice-Chancellor of Bengal Engineering and Science University, Shibpur is the Chairman of this 
Board while twenty nine other Members include the heads of professional Universities/Colleges, 
Officials from the Departments of Higher Education and Health of the Government of West Bengal 
and Member-Secretary who happens to be a senior faculty member of Bengal Engineering and 
Science University, Shibpur. The total number of candidates appearing in all the examinations taken 
together has increased from 5,000 in 1962 to more than 1 lakh in the year 2005-06. 


Following Entrance Examinations are conducted by the Board at present for admission to different 
professional courses. 


JEM - Joint Entrance Examination for admission to Engineering Degree Colleges started from 
1962 and Technological Degree Colleges from 1971. Presently Govt. Engineering 
Colleges, Private Engineering Colleges and Universities in West Bengal admit their 
students for Engineering and Technology through Joint Entrance Examination. Since 
1990 the admission to B.Arch. Course in two Universities is being held through the Joint 
Entrance Examination (GDAT). The admission of all Medical/Dental Colleges in West 
Bengal through Joint Entrance Examination started from 1972. The Degree Courses of 
Veterinary Sciences & Animal Husbandry and Fishery Sciences awarded by the West 

` Bengal University of Veterinary Sciences admit their students through Joint Entrance 
Examination from 2004-05. The Degree Colleges of Ayurvedacharya are admitting their 
students from 1992 and Homoeopathy from 1997, B. Sc. Physiotherapy and Unani 
from 1999. The students for B.Sc. (H) Nursing Course in various Private and Govt. Nursing 
Colleges are also going to admit their students through Joint Entrance Examinations 
conducted by the West Bengal Board of Examination. 
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JECA- The West Bengal Board of Examination started the Joint Entrance Examination for 
admission to Master of Computer Application Course (MCA) of Bengal Engineering and 
Science University, Shibpur (erstwhile B. E. College) and Jadavpur University from 1989. 
Presently, 26 Govt. and Private Engineering Colleges and Universities in West Bengal 
admit their students of MCA Course through Joint Entrance Examination. 


ELET - Lateral entry admission to 2nd year of the four years course of Bachelor Degree in 
private and Govt Engineering/Technological College/Universities in West Bengal through 
joint entrance examination conducted by the West Bengal Board of Examination from 
2002. 


JEHOM - West Bengal Board of Examination also conduct the joint entrance examination for 
admission to the Bachelor Degree Course of Hotel Management.

The Paschim Banga Hindi Academy founded in 1990 functions under the administrative control of 
the Department of Higher Education. 


1. AIMS AND OBJECTIVES 


The main objective of the Academy is to encourage the Study of Hindi language and literature in the 


State of West Bengal, especially among the non-Hindi speaking people, both the rural and urban 
areas. The other objectives of the Academy are :

Department, Government of West Bengal are the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman respectively of 
the Paschim Banga Hindi Academy.

One of the important activities of an academic nature which the State Government have undertaken 
after the independence is the revision, compilation and publication of the District Gazetteers of the 
State. Though the term gazetteer connotes a geographical dictionary, but in its present endeavour it 
is a comprehensive account of a district tin highest possible attention. In this age of information 
storage, control and dissemination, a gazetteer may serve the public demands from all walks of life 
— because the nature of this particular genre of government literature has been regarded as the 
core and authentic source. 


Presently, this office has undertaken to publish updated edition of District Gazetteers in Bengali, one 
of its kind Murshidabad is already out of print just after its publication. It was a co-publication with 
financial assistance borne by the District Magistrate, Now, it is Uttar Dinajpur District Gazetteer in 
Bengali, of which the initial draft have already been prepared by the district cell of gazetteer; after 
going through carefully and with some additional informations and re-writing some of the chapters 
and said gazetteer is expected to be completed in this year, this gazetteer will be published exclusively 
under the head of account of this office. 


Apart from, two valuable records of archival importance on Sunderbans have already been published, 
say, F. E. Pargiters Revenue History of the Sunderbans and F.D.Ascoli's Revenue History of the 
Sunderbans — over the years, these two have been considered most valuable well-researched colonial 
documents of the Sunderbans. It is also expected that the volume IV under the series Rivers of 


Bengal will be coming out soon. 


Staff pattern of the office 


The staff pattern in this office is quite different from other offices; as this office is a publication- 
oriented one with its own accounting system; Editorial/Research/Publication Wings; Own Library 
enriched with precious rare books; own Sales Counter, etc. Having been set up in 1959 at the 
instance of the Government of India, the office has been writing/compiling/revising/editing and 
publishing West Bengal District Gazetteers and allied literature, initially under the guidance of the 
Expert Committee of the Government of India and then the State Advisory Committee.

West Bengal State Archives is the oldest repository of Government records in the country. Besides 
its primary duty of preservation of records it plays an important role in generating awareness about 
public records among common people. At present it functions from three wings viz. (a) Historical 
Section at 6, Bhavani Dutta Lane, Kolkata-73, (b) Current Section at Writers’ Building, Kolkata-17. 
Historical Section is the storehouse of the documents prior to 1900 and Current Section preserves 
documents of post 1900 period. The functional Building deals with the 1.B. records so far transferred 
to the Archives and also the PW.D. records. Besides, there is also a Photo Archives and a Permanent 
Gallery in the New Functional Building. 


Organisational Structure 


The West Bengal State Archives is headed by the Director who is assisted by one Deputy Director, 
Two Assistant Directors, Two Chief Archivists, Six Archivists, Fourteen Assistant Archivists, One 
Micro Photographer and other Archival and Administrative Staff Members. 


The year 2005 being the Centenary Year of Promulgation of Partition of Bengal (1905), West Bengal 
State Archives took up some innovative programmes throughout the year in order to make the 
centenary year of ‘Partition of Bengal and Its Aftermath’ truly a celebratory one. 


Public Exhibition : 


Keeping in view the Centenary Year of “Partition of Bengal and Its Aftermath”, the West Bengal State 
Archives has observed its Annual Archives Week Programme from 24th-30th March 2006 in its New 
Functional Building at 43, Shakespear Sarani, Kolkata-17. The Hon'ble Governor of West Bengal 
Shri Gopal Krishna Gandhi inaugurated the programme and opened an Exhibition of Archival records 
pertaining to the theme. The seminar, organized on the inaugural day of the Archives Week was 
addressed by Professor Suranjan Das, Pro-Vice-Chancellor (Academic), University of Calcutta, 
Professor Bharati Roy, Historian and former member of Rajya Sabha, Shri Jawhar Sarkar, Principal 
Secretary, Higher Education Department and, finally, by the Hon'ble Governor himself. 


The Seminar and the exhibition succeeded in generating considerable interest among the public 
and evoked favourable response in the media. The event was given extensive coverage in the 
national dailies and leading T.V. channels. 
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West Bengal State Archives has organized exhibition on Anti-Partition Movement in Bengal (1905- 
1912) in collaboration with the Asiatic Society, Kolkata and Bangiya Sahitya Parishad at their premises 
on 7.8.2005 and 14.08.2005 respectively. Both the exhibitions attracted wide attention of students, 
scholars and eminent personalities. 


Project on Historical Events of Contemporary Relevance : 


Being the principal repository of records of Govt. of West Bengal, the State Archives has carried out 
different programmes to celebrate the Centenary Year of the "Partition of Bengal (1905) and its 
aftermath" which includes (1) Selection of relevant records for publishing on this occasion; (2) 
Preparatory work for making a C.D. version of the event based on archival records. 


Opening of a Computer and Digital Unit : 


To keep pace with the modern reprographic technology and to introduce quickest retrieval system, 
the West Bengal State Archives has strengthened its reprography unit by setting up one computer 
and digital unit by procuring latest equipments for the purpose.

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Conservation : 


Conservation of records is the primary function of Archives. This year attempt has been made for 
restoration of P.W.D. records, I.B. records as well as photographs of the revolutionaries received 
from the 1.B. 


Assistance to Other Institutions : 


W.B.S.A. has provided copies of records to Andaman and Nicobar Administration, Calcutta Port 
Trust and the University of Calcutta. A copy of the rare photograph of Rebati Barman has been given 
to the National Book Agency for the Birth Centenary Publication on late Barman. 


On request, W.B.S.A. has sent copies of records relating to Alipore Bomb Case, to the Museum, 
Supreme Court of India for an all India exhibition scheduled to be arranged by them. 


In response to the request from Institute De Chandernagore, a team of Archival officers were deputed 
for appraising documents of the Institute's archives/library. Archival officers have prepared a report 
with the suggestion for improvement of the state of the documents preserved by the Institute. This 
report has been submitted to the Hon'ble Governor of W.B. Shri Gopal Krishna Gandhi who is the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of the Institute. 


Raj Bhavan Archives : 


As desired by the Hon'ble Governor of W.B., Shri Gopal Krishna Gandhi, W.B.S.A. has deputed a 
team of Archival Officers for appraisal of Rajbhavan's records preparatory to the setting up of an 
archives in Rajbhavan. The work has made satisfactory progress. 


Miscellaneous : 


Professor Basudeb Chattopadhyay, Director of Archives was awarded 'Rabindra Purashkar by the 
Govt. of West Bengal, this year, for his book entitled "A Jingle of Bells : A Short History of the General 
Post Office, Kolkata". Being the Member of Grants Committee of the National Archives of India he 
attended the Grants Committee Meeting on 14.6.2005 in Delhi in connection with the sanction of 
Financial Assistance for the preservation of Manuscripts/Rare Books during 2005-06. Professor 
Chattopadhyay is also a member of the Board of Studies, School of Archival Studies, National Archives 
of India and, as such, has attended the meeting held in New Delhi on 14.6.2005. 


Professor Chattopadhyay presented papers or delivered keynote addresses in different seminars, 
organized by the Jawaharlal Nehru University and India International Centre, New Delhi, North 
Bengal, Jadavpur, Kalyani and Visva- Bharati Universities. He was a speaker in the special panel on 
'Bengal partition and its Impact' organized by the Indian History Congress this year. He published a 
book in Bengali on the ‘Partition of Bengal: its antecedents and aftermath'. He also assisted the 
UPSC and the PSC as an advisor. He is also serving as Asutosh Professor of Medieval and Modern 


Indian History, University of Calcutta.

Pursuant to the recommendation of the Kothari Commission on 'Media Transfer' to implement the 
programme of switching over to regional languages as the medium of instruction at the level of 
Higher Education, Book Boards were formed in different States in the country. Accordingly, in the 
year 1970 the West Bengal State Foundation for Text Book Borad was formed and registered under 
the West Bengal Societies Registration Act. 


The authority of general superintendence, direction and control of the Society is vested in the Board 
of Governors of the West Bengal State Book Board. The Minister-in-Charge of Higher Education, 
West Bengal is the ex-officio Chairman of the Board. The Principal Secretary, Department of Higher 
Education is the Vice-Chairman and the Chief Executive Officer, is the Member-Secretary of the 
Board. 


The maintenance cost of running the Board is borne by the Department of Higher Education of the 
Government of West Bengal. The Government of India provides assistance for the publication of 
text books on the basic of proposals prepared by the Board. 


The number of publications of the Board has been on the increase. It rose from 766 in 2000-2001, 
783 in 2002-2003 to 792 in 2003-2004, 801 in 2004-2005 and 820 in 2005-2006. 


The Board publishes text books for the use at the undergraduate and postgraduate levels of studies. 


The publications also cover terminologies, dictionaries and monographs in science for students and 
general readers. 


The academic disciplines in which the Board has so far published books are as follows : 


(1) Agriculture, (2) Botany, (3) Chemistry, (4) Commerce, (5) Computer Science, (6) Defence 
Studies, (7) Economics, (8) Environmental Studies, (9) Geography, (10) Geology, (11) History, 
(12) Journalism, (13) Law, (14) Literature, (15) Library Science, (16) Mathematics, (17) Music, 
(18) Physics, (19) Physiology and Medical Science, (20) Popular Science, (21) Philosophy, 
(22) Political Science, (23) Sanskrit, (24) Sociology and Human Studies, (25) Statistics, (26) Teachers' 
Training, (27) Zoology, (28) Physical Education. 
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In the year under review the Board concentrated on the publication of syllabus oriented text books. 
In 2002 the University of Calcutta thoroughly revised the syllabus of all subjects and the Board was 
considered as the principal organisation who are experienced in the publication of such text books. 
Therefore special efforts were made to constitute subject committees for a couple of subjects. So far 
11 new books, as per the new syllabus and about 10 new editions and the reprints were published 
during this period. This is in consonance with the stand taken by the Commission for Scientific & 
Technical Terminology, Government of India as expressed by its Chairman in a recent meeting held 
on 20.03.2006 at New Delhi. 


The Board participates in the Book Fairs in different places both llo1thin and outside the State and 
get good response there. 


9.10 WEST BENGAL STATE COUNCIL OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


The West Bengal State Council of Higher Education, established under West Bengal Act XXXVII of 
1994 started functioning in April 1995. Office of the Council is located at 147A Rashbehari Avenue, 
Kolkata 700029 in a building owned by the Higher Education Department. Functions of the Council, 
as stipulated in the Act are stated below : 


(a) Planning and coordination in the area of higher education in the State including co-operation 
with the UGC. 

(b) Academic functions e.g. curriculum development, teachers' training and encouragement of 
sports, games and extension activities. 


(c) Advisory functions in determining the basis and amounts of block maintenance grants, linking 
research with educational institutions and industry, framing and amendment of university 


statutes, regulations etc. 
(d) Allocation of grants to different universities and colleges and make enquiries regarding utilization 


thereof. 


Activities of the Council since its inception : 


West Bengal State Council of Higher Education, within a decade of its constitution, has gradually 
evolved into the Apex Body of higher education in our State, as envisaged in the guidelines issued 
by University Grants Commission, under the Chairmanship of Prof. Satyasadhan Chakrabary, Minister- 
in- Charge, Higher Education Department, Govt. of West Bengal. 

The completion of more than ten years of its existence is an occasion when we can look back to see 
what has been achieved, what has been planned but not implemented and what should have been 


attempted to achieve. 
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The Council, one of the earliest of our country, was assigned the task to bring a desired level of 
uniformity and cohesion in the academic and administrative activities of the Universities of our State, 
to formulate action plan and policies towards general improvement of the quality of higher education 
throughout the State, opening up new opportunities for our aspiring young generation, to make the 
system flexible and competitive enough to face the challenges of the fast changing aspirations and 
priorities of our young generation and to withstand the pressure of the globalised economy. 


If we look at the higher education scenario in our State, the first thing which one cannot fail to notice 
is that considerable expansion of opportunities has taken place in the basic science as well as 
humanities stream and in technical education in particular. Within the span of first four years of Tenth 
Five Year Plan, 19 new degree colleges, out of which 10 are in pay-packet scheme, have come up 
primarily in the rural and backward areas. However most significant change has taken place in the 
arena of technical and professional streams. Even a few years ago, we had in our State only a 
handful of State-aided Engineering Colleges including two very reputed institutions, Jadavpur 
University and B. E. College, then enjoying Deemed University status, as well as the well known 
technical departments of Calcutta University like Department of Applied Physics, Applied Chemistry, 
Radio Physics and Electronics etc. But the number was too small to cater to the rising demand for 
technical education within our State. As a result, a large number of students from our state used to 
migrate to several southern states as well as to Maharashtra to study different courses in Engineering 
and Technology. Today situation is reversed, so much so that in the current year, several thousand 
students from outside have applied for appearing in Joint Entrance Examination. This turn around 
has been made possible due to a very bold decision taken by the State Government to allow 
opening up self- financed Private Engineering Colleges throughout the State. Today the number of 
such colleges is around 55, spanning the entire length and breadth of our State. In the same vein, 
the number of B.Ed/B. P. Ed and other professional institutions has increased to 66 and 43, respectively, 
a great jeep forward within a very short span of 5-6 years. To co-ordinate the teaching learning 
processes in so many technical and related professional Colleges, a new University, West Bengal 
University of Technology has also been established. Another important feature during this period is 
added emphasis 90 WE ехрапзїоп of Distance Education Mode through establishment of Netaji 
Subhas Open SUNG and opening up the same in several traditional Universities like Burdwan

Special features of creation of these additional facilities is its balanced nature in the sense that 
unlike n many socalled advanced states, due emphasis has been given on studies in basic science, 
humanities and social sciences. In fact, so far as Arts and Humanities are concerned in a recent 
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survey Calcutta University has been placed at 39th position among all the Universities across the 
world, ahead of Universities like Sussex, Heidelberg, Johns Hopkins, among others. Recently UGC 
has launched a special project on interdisciplinary research activities in Social Sciences and Calcutta 
University has been chosen as its Centre to coordinate the activities for the Eastern Region. In all 
major scientific Research establishments across the country, significant number of young researchers 
working there have completed their Postgraduate Education in our state. In spite of so many slants 
published in the media about the "poor" knowledge in English of our students, if one look at the 
state-wise distribution of young engineers and technologists working in well known companies both 
within India and in abroad, West Bengal comes near the top. 


Other notable features are introducing a new culture whereby the colleges and universities were 
encouraged to generate their own resosurces through several measures like increasing the student 
fees within a limit prescribed by the Council, opening up self- financed courses mainly in emerging 
areas, receiving donations from the alumni and the public, in general etc. The colleges under pay- 
packet scheme are allowed to retain the additional amount thus generated for their developmental 
purposes. This is an important step towards granting partial financial autonomy to these colleges. 
Efforts are being made to extend similar autonomy to the Govt. Colleges also. 


To maintain parity with all India pattern, the duration of the General Degree Courses offered by our 
Universities were changed from two to three years. 


Proper Rules and Regulations were formulated following the guidelines of Bar Council of India for 
conducting Undergraduate Courses in Law. ў 


So far as ensuring more uniform distribution of educational facilities throughout the state is concerned, 
the following features may be noted. Traditionally, Kolkata had been the only centre for Higher Education 
in West Bengal. In keeping pace with growing aspiration of our people for Higher Education and 
changing focus of economic and industrial activities, several Educational Hubs have come up in 
different places of our State, like Bidhannagar, Kalyani, Durgapur, Haldia, Siliguri and others. This is 


a very encouraging trend so far as extending the facilities of Higher Education to every nook and 


corner of our State. 


It is not only the expansion of facilities but up-gradation of quality of education through syllabus 
revision, creation of much needed additional infrastructural facilities in newly established as well as 
in old institutions, ensuring academic and administrative disciplines in Colleges and Universities, 
modification in the examination pattern, better coordination among the institutions and several other 
related measures, has also received due attention of the Council since its inception. The Council has 
repeatedly emphasized that in view of the financial constraints of the State Govt. new and innovative 
measures have to be taken if we want to make maximum possible utilization of our available human, 
infrastructural and financial resources. It may be mentioned in this connection that in spite of the fact 
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that our State spends a very considerable portion of the budget allocation towards maintenance and 
expansion of higher education sector, the plan expenditure is much below what is needed even for 
maintaining the quality of education let alone its improvement. The problem is compounded due to 
very meagre amount being spent by UGC for the State- aided colleges and Universities throughout 
the country. In this background, the Council mainly at the initiative of our Chairman has introduced 
an innovative concept of conferring on some of our reputed colleges the status of 'Lead Colleges: 
The Colleges thus designated should receive additional grant from the State to improve their existing 
infrastructure and to add some new. These Colleges, in turn, would strive to help some of the 
neighbouring colleges to improve their standard of teaching learning process by opening up their 
own much better infrastructural and human resources for utilization of these colleges and providing 
them necessary help and guidance. Another related concept of forming a cluster of colleges who 
would willingly share their all resosurces for mutual benefit has received great appreciation of UGC 
and they have accepted it as a unique concept to be propagated throughout the country. 


The Council also drafted 'Higher Education in the Next Decades-Policy for the State of West Bengal 
which was the subject matter of discussion of a large number of very reputed academicians, scientists, 
Vice Chancellors both present and former, members of State Planning Board and very high officials 
of Higher Education Department, in a workshop, especially convened for this purpose. Based on the 
comments, observations and suggestions received from the experts, the policy document is under 
process of being given a final shape. . 


Reconstitution of the composition of the Governing Bodies of the State-aided as well as self -financed 
ones, in the changed scenario, modification of the Acts/Statutes/Rules and Regulations in the State- 
aided Universities, further empowerment of the State Council and bringing uniformity in the service 
conditions of different categories of employees of these Universities, have also been suggested by 
the Council for consideration of the State Govt. as well as the concerned Universities. 


Another important achievement of the Council is its success in sensitizing the colleges towards 
opting for NAAC accreditation. In the initial stage, there were large-scale misgivings among the 
academicians in our State about the necessity and futility of this accreditation process. It is mainly at 
the initiative of the Chairman, the Council made sincere efforts in not only sensitizing but also providing 
necessary support and expertise to the undergraduate colleges in preparation of self- study report 
and acquainted them of the entire procedures. As a result, whereas by the year 2000 we had in our 
state only one college accredited by NAAC, now the figure is around 106. 


These are some of the achievements of the Council which have been made possible under the 


leadership and guidance of the Chairman and with active support of all the functionaries and members 
of the Council. 
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However, the Council has a long way to go. In addition to the tasks which have already been mentioned, 
there remains several other areas where Council should take more proactive role in the coming 
days. With the expansion of the facilities both in the state and in private sectors, the need for proper 
monitoring and framing guidelines for not only sustenance but also improvement of the quality of 
education is urgently needed. The Council should seriously ponder over striking a balance between 
meeting ever-increasing demand for access and quality and also ensuring that the students belonging 
to the underprivileged sections are not left outside the arena of higher education. In view of general 
decline of interest, throughout the country, in studying traditional subjects including basic science, 
and in the pursuit of serious research (one of the most important objectives of higher education) the 
very sustainability of the entire system may be going to be threatened. To formulate a proper strategy 
to face this alarming situation and to find out ways and means to attract the students to more serious 
study and research in the so-called traditional subjects should be one of the priority areas of the 
Council's activities. Without having a strong base in basic subjects, one cannot venture into any new 
and emerging areas, whether it belongs to the discipline of science, technology, humanities or social 
science. 


To create an atmosphere where people would not only realize but also try to translate into practice, 
better co-operative ventures among the colleges, between colleges and universities, universities 
and research institutes and to set up active interface between the academicia and the industry is 


also an important task. 


Reduction in gender disparity in so far as student enrolment in all the disciplines is concerned, more 
equitable distribution of student profile in our universities cutting across economic, social and religious 
barriers, instilling a sense of involvement and dedication of our teaching community as à whole, 
ities in our undergraduate colleges without jeopardising

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It includes also the work of preservation and consolidation of a big bulk of rare mutilated 19th 
century text books and reference books used and read by Bankim Chandra, Sanjib Chandra 
and other family members.

4. Research on the different aspects of the social history of Bengal and of the Bengali language 
and literature.

6. Expansion of the Museum in the newly renovated premises in the ancestral house of Bankim 
Chandra where he was born and brought up. 


if. Digital documentation and preservation of the thousands of books and journal of the library : 
The nucleus of the library handed over to the Gaveshana Kendra, included a rare collection of 
old books and journals of the Chattopadhyay family, which subsequently, enlarged by other 
donations of books, journals, offprints etc. by eminent litterateurs. 


8. To build up an archive with handwritten documents, records, genealogies and old Puthis on 
Palm leaf and country made paper and processing for publication. 


The Archive : 
A) Handwritten and Printed documents : 


The nucleus of the archive was primarily the materials and written documents collected from the 
Chattopadhyay family numbering about 25 thousand pages and items, which include land and property 
deeds ( since early 18th century A.D .), wills, pattas, diaries, letters, official reports, drafts, bills, 
notes, proof sheets, invitation cards etc. of the said Chattopadhyay family. It also includes 
correspondences of various writers and other eminent persons of the period. 


On the other hand, in ‘Mm. Haraprasad Shastri collection’ hundreds of letters written by Haraprasad 
Shastri to his son, Benoytosh Bhattacharya, the then Director, Gaekwad Research Institute and 
letters received from the eminent European indologists like Sylvain Levi, C. Bendall, J. Jolly, W. 
Caland, F. E. Parigiter, Louis de la Vallee Poussin, J. A. Bourdillon, Th. Stcherbatskoi, A. F. Rudolf 

- Hoemle, G. Thibaut, K. Ohmiya, Denison Ross,H. Jacobi, Lord Curzon and Lord Lytton etc. written 
between 1901- 1930 is preserved. 
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Similarly, papers of Saillares Basu collected from his family include many notes, letters, diaries, and 
interestingly, some papers of the great artist Ramkinkar Baij. 


These rare archival materials are being cleaned and stored digitally, while the originals are laminated 
for permanent preservation. The up to date techniques are being adopted in this process and the 
works are being executed with a very expert hand. Till date more than 25,000 documents have been 
processed. The process continued this year also. 


These documents are very precious materials for research on 19th century Socio-Cultural History 
including the process of modernisation of the Bengali literature under the leadership of Bankim 
Chandra and his associates. Utmost care being taken to preserve these materials utilising most 
modern digital techniques available. 


B) Puthi : 


An important component of the archive is a collection of nearly 200 Sanskrit Puthis ' donated by the 
descendants of Mill. Haraprasad Shastri. These puthis were used in the ‘Toll’ of Shastri family since 
1760 and comprise of disciplines like Smriti, Vyakaran, Tantra, Nabya Naya, Kavya etc. Processing 
these manuscripts for proper preservation as well as preparing a descriptive catalogue of the same 
are two important research projects undertaken by the centre. Efforts are being made to procure 
more such puthis from the families in Bhatpara, Naihati, Halisahar, once renowned centres of Sanskrit 


culture. 


C) A collection of variations of ‘Bandemataram’ song : 


The Bankim-Bhavan Archive possesses а rich collection of records of’ ‘Bande Mataram' song, sung 
by eminent musicians, vocalists like Rabindranath Tagore, Pandit Omkarnath, Dilip Kumar Roy and 


Ms. Subbu Lakshmi and others. The number is about 45.

The total collection accumulated could not be displayed due to paucity of space hence an annexe 
building is contemplated to extend the existing museum. Railway authority was moved to handover 
a piece of land adjacent to the present museum for building the annexe. The present Railway Minister 
Sri Lalu Prasad Yadav has kindly sanctioned this prayer and Bankim-Bhavan will get four cotta of 
land in near future for this project. 


Library : 


Thé nucleus of the library handed over to the Bankim Bhavan Gaveshana Kendra included the 
collection of books and journals received from Chattopadhyaya family. Presently it has around 2500 
volumes of books, bounded volume of journals, off- prints collected from five different sources. 


Publication : 
A) Вапдадагѕһап : 


Bankim Chandra established the famous monthly journal Bangadarshan in the year 1872. 
Subsequently the journal had been edited by Sanjib Chandra Chattopadhyay, Srish Chandra 
Majumdar, Rabindranath Tagore, Sailesh Chandra Majumdar and Mohitlal Majumdar until 1955. 


This journal has been revived by Bankim-Bhavan Gaveshana Kendra in the year 2000 as a biannual 
mouthpiece of the Research Centre. From the very beginning of its publication, the revived 
Bangadarshan received warm appreciation of our scholarly world. Special mention should be made 
of two joint issues. 


a)  6th-7th: Niharranjan Roy centenary commemoration volume, most eminent scholars contributed 
in this volume. 


b) Bth-9th joint issue emphasised the centenary of theory of relativity, Jean Paul Sartre and the 
great artist Binode Bihari Mukherjee. 


Both the issues have been coveted as collectors item. 


B) Other Pubtication Projects : 


i) Haraprasad Shastri Rachana-Samgraha : Volume V edited by Dr. Satyajit Chaudhury 
and Dr. Bijali Sarkar, shortly to be published by the West Bengal State Book Board. 
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ii) Bangadarshan Parampara : a research monograph written by Dr. Bhabatosh Dutta 
and Dr. Bijali Sarkar. On the history of Bangadarshan Patrika successively edited by 
Bankim Chandra, Sanjib Chandra, Rabindranath & others. This monograph would 
contains full index of different periods of the publications. It is ready for publication. 


iii) Bankim Chandrer O Bankim Paribarer Patrabali : a definitative edition of letters written 
by Bankim Chandra and his family members edited by Sri Krishnajiban Bhattacharyya, 
is also under the process for publication. 


iv)  Rabindranather Bankim Chandra : a complete collection of writings of Rabindranath 
on Bankim Chandra with notes and references, being edited by Dr. Bijali Sarkar. 


v) Another important monograph in three versions- Bengali, English and Hindi, ‘The Source 
and Variations of Bandemataram-tune’ (Bandemataram Sangiter Utsa O Sura 
Baichitra), a contribution of late Prof. Ananta Kumar Chakraborty will be published shortly. 


A collection of variations of ‘Bande Mataram’ song: 


As many as 52 versions of Bande Mataram song sung by Rabindranath Tagore, Pt. Omkarnath, Dilip 
Kumar Roy, Ms. Subbulaxmi and other eminent singers, were collected by late Prof. Ananta Kumar 
Chakraborty. With an arrangement with SAREGAMA, 48 records could be cleaned eliminating 
disturbing noises and restored for permanent preservation in compact disk (C.D.). These collection 
is a rare possession of the centre which could be used by the serious research workers.

Documentation : 


Over last two years the Centre successfully deployed MARC recording for electronic bibliographic 
records in archive, library and newly built resource centre. All information relating to books and 
printed texts at the archive and library have been transferred to full and preliminary level MARC 
records on a single database. However, experiments with an appropriate structure for electronic 
documentation of images are still on. 


Digitisation : 


The work of digitisation of microfilm rolls budgeted from the ENRECA programme (330 out of the 
total strength of 577) have been completed at the Roja Muthiah Research Library, only little cleaning 
and technical tests are awaiting. At the same time one of the archive assistants carrying on the job 
of cleaning and cropping of the images to prepare the proposed e-book and altogether 41 titles 
have been transferred to PDF e-book format. Rest of the microfilm rolls will be digitised before the 
end of this year from a grant extended by the South Asia Microfilm Project (SAMP) through Centre 
for Research Library as part of an exchange programme. 


The Archive acquired new hardware and software for archival quality digitisation from the Ford 
[ШЕ project head and the same have been installed and work of Systematic digitisation of 
images began. In May, 2004 two of the Centre's staff received training from the National Institute of 
Ооа (МО), Goa for implementation of the programme WWWISIS and the server setting 
for image integration in the database. The same awaiting implementation at the CSSSC for the 
limitation of server configuration and some technical fault at the Centre's Win 2000 server. However, 
the computer committee discussed the issue and we are expecting quick recovery from the problem. 


As mentioned earlier, the entire database of text materials at the archive in MARC 21 data structure 


has been prepared and ready to upload in web-server ... in addition the archive staff extended

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Publication : 


The much awaited English translation of the first volume of Pradip Bose ( ed. ) Samayiki has been 
published by the Sage, New Delhi (Health and Society in Bengal: A selection from late 19th 
century Bengali periodicals, Sage, New Delhi, 2006). The work on the second volume of Samayiki 
in Bengali is also over and negotiation with publishers are on another English translation of the 
second volume is proposed as soon as we hand over the Bengali volume to the publisher. Though it 
was committed in last report that another descriptive catalogue of archival holding (revised edition 
of A Guide to the Hitesranjan Sanyal Memorial Collection compiled by Abhijit Bhattacharya would be 
published in late 2005 but the work has not been done yet, as the year 2005 was mostly occupied 
with completion of electronic cataloguing, however, now a print publication of a descriptive catalogue 
may be published from the electronic dataset within a few months of time if the same approved and 


budgeted. 


A complete set of digital copies in reader friendly PDF file format is also planned. Once we digitise all 
the microfilms in TIFF file format we can convert all individual articles from all the periodicals and 
publish them electronically and integrate the titles in a database following MARC recording standards. 
But the later is a mammoth task both in terms of time and technically skilled human hour required for 
doing so. It will be highly appreciated if the possibility of the same reviewed closely.

RESEARCH INSTITUTES AND AUTONOMOUS VOLUNTARY ORGANISATIONS —. 


Under this program, Residential and non-residential science workshops are organized rotationally 
in the districts for students of Class VIII and IX for 3 to 4 days. About 60 - 65 students nominated by 
the schools of a particular area and accompanying science teachers from each school take part in 
these workshops. A team of outstanding faculties conduct these workshops. The workshops consist 
of theory and practical lessons plus laboratory and outdoor assignments not included in the school 
syllabus. The participating students are exposed to the exciting and advanced areas of science, 
which are basic to the understanding of the core concept of the subjects. They are also encouraged 
to develop self learning through self exploration. It is an excellent opportunity for the young students 
to understand the basic areas of science as well as the global character of scientific activities. It 
surely is a very rich learning experience for the students.

After immediate completion of 125 years and at the juncture of 75th Year of Discovery of Raman 
Effect IACS continues to strive towards excellence in basic science and allied technology covering 
several emerging frontline areas of materials research, atomic, molecular and optical physics, 
molecular science, theoretical science and biology. However, the acute shortage of funds remains a 
matter of grave concern for its all-round growth and development. 
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Research Activity in various departments and units : 
Materials Science 


During the year motivated research has been carried out in the Department of Materials Science of 
Indian Association for the Cultivation of Science on the front line areas of synthesis and 
characterization of materials of current interest. There is also a strong theoretical group working in 
the front line areas of Atomic and Molecular Physics. 


Continued activities have been in the areas of Powder Profile Analysis in Alloys, Films and Crystal 
Growth and defects Characterization in solution-grown single crystals of sulphate groups. 


Theoretical work was started to explore different approaches to molecular control. Investigation of 
Selective population transfer by chirping, control over angular distribution and product branching 
using appropriately designed multi-frequency pulses is being carried out. Future plans include coherent 
pháse control, optimization of pulse shape for achieving a specified target state. 


Solid State Physics 


Magnetic susceptibility, specific heat and Mossbauer spectral study of highly frustrated magnetic 
system like ОРуПТЇПОП are reported. Magnetic properties of molecular magnets have also been 
investigated. EPR measurement on Mn(ll) clusters in silica glass is indicative of supraparamagnetic 
transition at low temperature. Reciprocal space-real space direct methods have been applied 
successfully for ab-initio solution of a protein, lysozyme, without heavy atom. Donor-acceptor type 
heterojunction devices and dye-sensitized solar cells have been fabricated. A model has been 
developed to generate characteristics of light-emitting devices. Nanoparticles and nanorods of 
antimony selenide were prepared and optical and electrical properties were studied.

A picosecond diode laser has been set up and 
solvation dynamics of proteins has been studied by covalently attaching the probe to the protein. IR- 
UV double resonance spectroscopy in supersonic jets has been used to obtain structures of hydrated 
clusters of tetrahydro isoquinoline. Multireference coupled cluster theory has been developed to 
obtain detailed information about potential energy surfaces of molecules in which correlation effects 
are strong. 


Polymer Science Unit 


Researches in the following areas were conducted : 


Living Polymers : Synthesis of living polyacrylamide (an important water soluble polymer) was 
accomplished for the first time using the atom transfer radical polymerization route. 


Novel elastomer blends : Various combinations of accelerators and vulcanizing agents were 
investigated in order to improve upon the covulcanization of elastomers differing greatly in the level 
of unsaturation e.g. natural rubber + EPDM rubber. 


Polymer crystallization : The crystallization of PET with the piezoelectric polymer poly(vinylidene 
fluoride) was explored. 


Polymer gelation : Conductivity variation of polyaniline gels was studied. It was the thermodynamics 
of gelation of poly (3-alkyl thiophene) in xylenes. 


Polymer based nanostructures : Progress has been made towards the synthesis of hollow polymer 
nano-capsules. 


Polymer-surfactant interaction : Interaction between a physiologically important surfactant viz. 
bile salt and a biocompatible polymer, poly(vinyl pyrrolidone), was studied,

The Library is the pivotal point of the activities of the Institute. With the extension and renovation of 
the Library in a new adjoining building there has been a spurt in the activities of the Library in a 
computerized environment. The Library has three wings -General, Children and Junior Section. The 
number of books purchased, obtained as gifts and bound periodicals during the year was 4700 
raising the stock to 222993, (General 199595, Junior 7261, Children 14088, Research 2049). The 
average daily attendance for the Library was 1478. 


The activities of the Institute are value-oriented. To encourage young people to imbibe the ideals of 
the Ramakrishna Mission, the Institute started a youth forum called Vivekananda Study Circle and 
later on another youth wing called ‘Vivekananda Anushilan’ for a deeper study of the life and philosophy 
of Swami Vivekananda. The Vivekananda Study Circle held 18 sessions during the year at the institute 
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with an average attendance of 12 in each session. The subjects discussed were: (1) Concept of 
History of Swami Vivekananda (2) Seva Dharma in the eyes of Swami Vivekananda (3) women 
progress in the eyes of Swami Vivekananda (4) Holy Mother in the eyes of Swami Vivekananda. The 
Vivekananda Anushilan conducted 22 sessions with an average attendance of 70. The Institute in its 
Value Orientation programme carried the man-making message of Swami Vivekananda further to 
the youth at large through 142 Youth Conferences held in 11 districts of Kolkata, Howrah, Hooghly, 
Nadia, Burdwan, Bankura, Murshidabad, Paschim Medinipur, Purba Medinipur, South and North 24 
Parganas in which 28960 youths participated. Besides this, one central Youth Convention was held 
on 20 November 2005 at the Institute in which 1500 youth delegates from 80 organizations covering 
11 districts took part. 


The Institute organized Value Education Sessions in pursuance of the guidelines framed by the 
Department or Seconaary and Higher Secondary, Ministry of Human Resource Development, 
Government of India at this Institute in two spells -one in April- May 2005 targeting three vital sectors 
of the society, namely, students, parents and teachers involving 713 participants in three separate 
sessions -one for 275 senior students and the other for 267 parents and 171 teachers, while the 
other spell was conducted during 26-30 December, 2005 involving 265 senior students from various 


schools and colleges of the state. 


The Institute's activities towards dissemination of knowledge for different disciplines are supported 
by its publications and the Institute has a very active and productive ШЕ ӨП Department. The 
monthly Bullétin with contributions from eminent scholars on culture in all its aspects was regularly 
published every month and distributed among members, subscribers of tie Institute and рота Тһе 
popularity of the Bulletin іп academic circles, both in India and abroad, B steadily rising.

Kapila Vatsayan, Executive Committee member, UNESCO, Paris and chaired by Swami 
smarananandaji Maharaj, General Secretary, Ramakrishna Math & Ramakrishna Mission. Eminent 
dignitaries like Mr Rohan P. Perera, acting Director, UNESCO, New Delhi, sudip Banerjee, Education 
Secretary, Govt. of India, spoke on the occasion. The Convocation of the Centre was held on 3 
September 2005 where Dr Pratap Chandra Chunder, formerly Minister of Education, Govt. of India 
gave away the Prizes and Post-Graduate Diploma Certificates conferred by KaviKulguru Kalidas 
Sanskrit Vishwavidyalaya, to the successful students of the courses on Indology (5), 3-tier Functional 
Sanskrit (9) and Appreciation of Indian Art (22). A 12-day Sanskrit Workshop in Advanced level was 
conducted from 1 to 13 August, 2005 to promote Functional Sanskrit among the students, teachers 
of various colleges and universities. The Centre also conducted a Sanskrit debate competition on 
the motion' Application of Science is opposed of Value Awareness', on 30 September 2005. Total 20 
students from various school, college and universities participated and finally 8 contestants were 
Selected to speak on the final day. 


Established in 1995, now Vivekananda Archive is functioning as a wing of the Centre for Indological 
Studies and Research of the Institute. During the year under report it has been shifted to a bigger 
space at Swami Niranjanananda Hall of the Institute. Its objectives are: to collect all kinds of materials, 
Specially publications in all languages, Indian and Foreign, on and by Sri Ramakrishna, The Holy 
Mother and Swami Vivekananda and his brother disciples, Sannyasins of the Ramakrishna Order 
and other personalities related to the Ramakrishna- Vivekananda Movement and also to help research 
Scholars working on the same subject. During the year many scholars and researchers have visited 
the Archives and used the collection kept in the Archives. It added to its Library 206 books -48 
Souvenirs and 40 annual reports of various organizations on Ramakrishna Movement. It has 
undertaken some projects -(a) Compilation of a Bibliography of books written on and by Swami 
Vivekananda (b) to determine the dates/periods related to Swami Vivekananda's life and activities 
for preparing the Comprehensive Biography of Swami Vivekananda and (c) to search and collect 


names mentioned in the writings of Swami Vivekananda's works and names of persons in relation to 
Swami Vivekananda. 


During the year the School of Languages moved into the new Annexe building in June 2005. The 
Institute's School of Languages is a major wing and centre of activities of the Institute. During the 
year, the school teaches 17 languages : five Indian -Bengali, Hindi, Sanskrit, Tamil and Urdu -and 
twelve foreign - Arabic, Chinese, English, French, German, Italian, Japanese, Latin, Persian, 
Portuguese, Russian and Spanish. 60 Scholarships were given to needy students of the English 
language course by Share and Care Foundation of USA and 100 Oxford English Dictionaries were 
distributed among other needy and deserving students of English language. The Convocation of the 
School of languages was held on Saturday, march 26, 2005. Smt. Sujata Sen, Director, British Council 
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Division, East India, delivered the Convocation address and gave away the prizes and certificates. 
The Tulsi-Beena Goswami Debate Competition of 2005 was held on Friday, September 23, 2005 at 
the Audio Visual Room. The topic was “In the opinion of the House, “India does not deserve 
democracy." 82 students participated in the debate. The Italian Consul General, Hon'ble Mr. Agostino 
Pinna, visited the School on Tuesday, July 26, 2005 and donated 15 Italian books for the students of 
Italian language. Professor Angelo Chiuchiu, Director, Accademia lingua Italiana, Assisi, donated 
some Italian books and cassettes to the School Library when our Italian teacher visited Italy to 
attend a refresher course at the University of Perugia. Mr. Roberto Davini, a research scholar at 
Calcutta University attended a few Italian classe. Hon'ble T. Fukaya, Vice Consul General or Japan 
ana Mr Hiragaka, Chief Language Officer, Institute of Japanese Language, New Delhi, visited the 
Department on Wednesday, 27 July. The Japan Foundation donated 38 books and some cassettes 
to the School Library. Hon'ble Dr. Mary Lou McCloskey, Coordinator, ACCESS programme in 
Washington D.C. visited the School of Languages. Some of our French and German teachers attended 
workshops held at the Alliance Francaise and the Max Mueller Bhavan respectively. In the German 
department, seminars were held every month in the Audio Visual Room of the school. They were 
attended by all the German students and the speakers were our German teachers. The Spanish 
Ambassador, Hon'ble Mr. D. Rafael Conde de Saro visited the Institute in January .He met the teachers 
of the Spanish department and donated а lot of Spanish books to the school. 


The Museum and Art Gallery of the Institute, à place of interest in the city of Kolkata has been 
gaining popularity with the visitors, particularly among the art- loving people of Kolkata. It helps 


people gain a representative knowledge of Indian Art in its diverse form. It has five major sections - 


Painting, Sculpture, Folk Arts, Manuscripts and Metal Wares. During this period the Museum did not 
purchase any object.

RESEARCH INSTITUTES AND AUTONOMOUS VOLUNTARY ORGANISATIONS —— 


The Institute, during the period under report, served half litre milk and 200 grams bread, a bun 
bread everyday to 450 poor children upto 6 years of age. They have been given Puja garments, 
woolen caps, sweaters and shoes too. Besides this, 300 pieces of blankets were given to poor, old 
destitute in winter. 


The Institute has an International House meant for the Institute's Guests and for scholars and students 
who come from various parts of India as well as abroad. This helps create the bridge that unites 
minds and spirits of the people with different backgrounds. During 2005 the number of students, 
guests and scholars who stayed at this International House was 2344 of which 1 624 came from 
India and the rest from various countries, like U.S.A., U.K., Germany, Canada, Japan, Australia, 
China, Romania, Mexico, New Zealand, Korea, Sweden, Bangladesh etc. 


During 2005-2006 with the income from endowments created by the donors, the Institute awarded 
annually a large number of scholarships and stipends to needy but meritorious students. Besides 
this, three scholarships of Rs. 1.00 lakh each for higher studies abroad were awarded to three 
scholars through Debesh-Kamal Scholarship and also a few more scholarships to Medical students 
in India. The total educational assistance rendered by the Institute during the year was 
Rs.18,94,080/-.

The Institute is devoted to the study of social and economic problems of India, past and present. 


Prof. Asis Kumar Banerjee is the President and Prof. Durga Prasad Bhattacharyya is the present 
Secretary of the organisation. 


The ongoing research projects of the Institute are the following : 


1. Pre-Census Population Project of India sponsored by the Planning Commission and 
the Registrar General, India : 


The purpose of the project is to compile and publish descriptive and statistical materials on 
any part of India — Provinces, districts, cities, towns, taluks, thanas, villages from the ancient 
period of 1870 when the first census was conducted. It is proposed to publish 8 volumes, one 
volume for the period up to 1800, and one for each decade from 1801 to 1870. Four volumes 
relating to the period 1801-1840 have been published by the Registrar General, India. The 
manuscripts for Volume VI (1841-1850) and Volume VII (1851-1860) is ready for publication by 


the Registrar General, India.

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The Samsad has become the premier Institute in the Eastern Region of the country imparting 
instructions in Sanskrit and other oriental subjects in accordance with syllabus prescribed by the 
Government of India. It is also concurrently running a very important traditional course leading to the 
titles of 'Adya', 'Madhya' and ‘Upadhi’, through Examinations conducted by the Vangiya Sanskrita 
Siksha Parishat, a wing set up by the Government of West Bengal to monitor Sanskrit learning in the 
State, Performance of its students in these examinations during the year was very satisfactory. 
Alongwith these courses students are also being taught in Modern Subjects and Computer Application 
with the ultimate object of preparing them to sit for the Secondary Examination. This will, no doubt, 
enlarge the scope of their employment. During the year in question, the Sam sad had been maintaining 
61 students in its four units. 


During the year two of its students who were eligible to appear at the All India Examination held 
annually by Maharshi Sandipani Rashtriya Vedavidya Pratishthan at Ujjain passed the said examination 
creditably. 


The Samsad has a publication wing and a few books on Indology and Sanskrit and Bengali literature 
have already been published and few others are under process. 


The Samsad had already set up a cultural unit, which holds such cultural programmes as would 
promote Indian culture. Besides, rich works in different areas of Indian culture and performing arts 
being carried on in this Unit. 


Samsad as in previous years, the/organised during the year a few seminars and lectures on Indian 
studies and culture, each of which was intended to highlight the relevance of Sanskrit and Vedas in 
the contemporary world. 


The Samsad does not confine its activities to traditional subjects alone, but it tries to make its students 
conversant with some basics of science and new scientific developments through discourses on 
various scientific topics. 


As in previous years, this year also Samsad held its own Examinations at Kolkata in 'Adya', ‘Madhya’ 
and 'Upadhi' in accordance with syllabus drawn by the topmost scholars in the country.

The Examination was conducted 
by Samsad very smoothly and to the entire satisfaction of the University. 
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The Samsad has already established itself as one of the leading Research Institute in the country. 
As recommended by the State Government the following projects were earlier allotted to it by the 
Government of India : 


(i) Compilation of Anthology; (ii) Art of Life; (iii) Compilation of a Dictionary of Sanskrit Poetics; (iv) 
Iswar Chandra, Bankim Chandra, Swami Vivekananda, Sri Aurobindo and Rabindranath Tagore in 
Sanskrit. 


While the work on the first two projects have already been completed and final Report sent to the 
Government of India, the work on the remaining two are in progress. Meanwhile two other important 
projects entitled "Translation of Certain Sanskrit Texts into Bengali" and "Relations between Sanskrit 
and Concepts originating in contemporary society", have been allotted to Samsad by the Government 
of India on the recommendation of the State Govt.

Several valuable papers of the eminent scientists like Meghnad Saha, C. V.Raman, S.Chandrasekhar, 
S.N.Bose, Ganesh Prasad and many others had been published in the Bulletin of the Calcutta 
Mathematical Society, which were bound and kept in the library. 


Academic activities of the Calcutta Mathematical Society : 


Seminar & Symposia : The Society organized National Seminar and International Symposium with 
the financial support from the Govt. of India and Govt. of West Bengal. 


(A) National Seminar : Society organised a National Seminar on "Trends in Research and Education 
in Mathematics and its Application" during 6- 7 September, 2005 to celebrate its 98th Foundation 
day. More than one hundred Mathematicians and Physicists from different states of India participated 


in this Seminar. 


(B) Symposium on Einsteinian Physics : The year 2005 was declared as the "Year of Physics" to 
mark the centenary of the year 1905 which saw the publication of the three seminal papers of Albert 
Einstein. Einstein theory brought about fundamental change in our views of space, time and matter. 
Calcutta Mathematical Society and Indian Statistical Institute, Kolkata jointly organized the Symposium 
on Einsteinian Physics to commemorate this event during 25-26 June, 2005 at the premises of the 
Society. Many distinguished scientists spoke on revolutionary work of Albert Einstein. The list included 
Professor K.B.Sinha (Director, Indian Statistical Institute, Kolkata), Professcr N.Mukunda (Centre for 
Higher Energy Physics, 11.8с. Bangalore), Professor A.Banerjee and Professor S.Banerjee (Jadavpur 
University), Professor S.Sengupta and Professor J .K.Bhattacharya (Indian Association for Cultivation 
of Science), Professor S.Dattagupta (S.N.Bose National center for Basic Science, Kolkata), and 
many others. Professor M.Mizushima, Colorado State University, USA sent.a summary of his 
contribution to the Symposium. The Symposium was actually a humble tribute to Albert Einstein, one 


of the most original thinkers of all time. 


(C) International Symposium : Society organised an “International Symposium on Recent Advances 
in Mathematics and its Applications” (ISRAMA 2005) during 17-19 December, 2005. More than 200 
scientists throughout the world participated in the Seminar from India and abroad. The programme 
included invited lectures by eminent researchers as well as contributed papers. Professor Sankar K 
Pal, Director, Indian Statistical Institute inaugurated ISRAMA 2005 and Professor M.R.Adhikari 
described the role of Calcutta Mathematical Society for promotion of Mathematics Education and 
Research. Renowned scientists, namely, Professor Erik Trell (Sweden), Professor N .Manickam (USA), 
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Professor Fabian Marian and Professor Karel Hasik (Czech- Republic), Professor I.H.Biswas (Norway), 
Professors T.Uchida and Akira Asada (Japan), Professors D.K.Salkuyeh and M.R.Molaei (Iran), 
Professor V.Ya.Vargashkin (Russia), Professor P .R.Gopalraj (South Africa), Professor N.Hamdam 
(Syria), Professor A.Sorli (Italy), Professor S.Bogdanovic (Yugoslavia), Professor V .Balan (Romania), 
Professor K.Dutta (USA), Professor B.Mukherjee (USA) to mention a few actively participated in the 
Seminar. Seminar provided an ideal forum for participating scientists to exchange ideas in the 
developments in different areas of Mathematics and their applications.

The Institute of Development Studies Kolkata (IDSK) has been promoted by the Government of 
West Bengal as an autonomous centre of excellence in social sciences. — tounded in 2002 as a 
society with an autonomous governing body with one of the most eminent pioneer in India, Professor 
Irfan Habib as President, Professor Amiya Kumar Bagchi as Director and with а Governing Council 
on which are represented the Vice-Chancellors of two leading Universities x West Bengal, namely 
Calcutta University and Jadavpur University. The Governing Council also includes such eminent 
academics as Professor Nirmal Chandra, Professor Suranjan Das, Professor V.K. Ramachandran 


and Professor Malini Bhattacharya as its members. 


The IDSK is devoted to advanced academic research and informed policy advice in the areas of 


literacy, education, health, gender issues, employment, technology, communication, human sciences 


and economic development. Other programmes include training of research scholars in the social 
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sciences working towards a Ph.D. The Institute is committed to the dissemination of its research 
findings through workshops, seminars, publications in the media, and other public counselling and 
education programmes. The most important new development in the area of teaching programmes 
has been the launching of a multidisciplinary M.Phil programme on Development Studies, in 
collaboration with the Centre for Social Sciences and Humanities, University of Calcutta.

Important Activities during 2005-2006 : 


° IDSK has carried out field survey-based research programmes on polio eradication 
communication campaign in West Bengal in collaboration with UNICEF. 

° It has also conducted'an assessment study of in-service training programmes under the 
West Bengal District Primary Education Programme (WBDPEP) in five purposively selected 
districts of West Bengal. 

° It has taken up a project on monitoring school level history textbooks of West Bengal, 
sponsored by the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Government of India. 

° A major project on the collection of documents on the economic history of British Rule in 
India 1858-1947 sponsored by the Indian Council of Historical Research is being coordinated 
by the IDSK. 

° A monograph by Sumanta Banerjee, the outcome of a project of study of crime and 
urbanization in nineteenth-century Calcutta, that was sponsored by the IDSK, has been 
accepted for publication by Tulika, New Delhi. 

Research Programmes : 

A. Summer internship programme in collaboration with UNICEF 


The IDSK supervised a group of four interns representing Canada, Taiwan and India who 
were engaged in a research-based documentation of 'Polio eradication communication 
campaign in West Bengal' over a period of eight weeks starting from 30 May 2005. This was 
a part of the “Knowledge Community on Children in India (KCCI) partnership initiative between 
Government of India and UNICEF. 


The interns, trained in environmental engineering, law, social work, social planning and print 
media journalism, received basic inputs/orientation from the Faculty at the IDSK and various 
institutions/professionals involved in programme planning and implementation. Interns 
collectively chose to research the dynamics of 'resistance' in the context of polio eradication 
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communication campaign in West Bengal. The illustrative case study of 'Baro Kamaria' village 
-officially perceived as a pocket of ‘resistance’ in the programme -threw up certain new 
insights into factors associated with 'resistance' and their implications for policy and planning 
in polio communication. Major findings of the study were printed as a report and a short 
documentary film 'Fold, hide, catch: In search of resistance' was screened in workshops 
organized in Kolkata and Delhi. 


B. An assessment of in-service training programmes under DPEP in five districts of 
West Bengal 


This study sponsored by the State Project Office of the West Bengal District Primary Education 
Programme (WBDPEP) was completed in November 2005. It has examined the impact of 
the short duration in-service training programmes for teachers on primary education in the 
five districts of West Bengal, namely, Bankura, Birbhum, Coochbehar, Murshidabad and 
South 24 Parganas, where the DPEP was launched in 1997-98. 


C. The programme on “Women and media in the context of globalisation' funded by the 
Rosa Luxemburg Stiftung 


The Institute of Development Studies Kolkata, as the nodal agency, .and its four partners: 
School of Women's Studies, Jadavpur University, Institute of Women's studies, Lucknow 
University, School of Women's Studies, Utkal University and Women's Studies Research 
Centre, Guwahati engaged in the project devoted to research and advocacy have made 
substantial progress in 2005. Research work and dissemination continued hand-in-hand. 


D. The project on “Monitoring of school level history textbooks’ 


The IDSK has undertaken a project on ‘Monitoring of school level history textbooks of West 
Bengal' sponsored by the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Government of India. 
For this it has set up a (history textbook) monitoring cell. The cell is supervised by Dr. 
Ramkrishna Chatterjee as the Project Director and Shri Saubhik Bandopadhyay as the Project 
Co-ordinator. The objective of the project is to pinpoint the errors, inaccuracies, distortion 
and deliberate falsification of history that are found to be infiltrated in many of history саца 
апа to guard against the possibility of young minds being poisoned by communalism ог 
linguistic, or regional chauvinism ог chauvinism of any other variety. 


E The Project on “Documents on economic history of British Rule in India 1858- 1947" 


The Indian Council of Historical Research has appointed Professor Amiya Kumar Bagchi 
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General Editor of the project of compiling the basic documents on the economic history of 
India under British rule and Professor Arun Bandyopadhyay, Nurul Hasan, Professor of History, 
Calcutta University Associate Editor of the project. Under the original scheme of the project, 
which had been initiated in 1991-92 but then discontinued for some years, Dr Bhubanes 
Misra had compiled three volumes of railway documents pertaining to the period and these 
had been published by the ICHR.

. Certificate Course on ‘Literature in the Social Sciences’ 


A certificate course on 'Literature in the Social Sciences' was organized by the Institute of 
Development Studies Kolkata in collaboration with the Centre for Social Sciences and 
Humanities, University of Calcutta, from 20th to 24th June 2005. It was coordinated by 
Professor Subhoranjan Dasgupta and Dr. Barnita Bagchi of IDSK. The objective of the course 
was to familiarize as well as to refresh teachers and research scholars with issues in the 
chosen area. 


Regional Workshop on ‘Implementation of PCPNDT Act 1994’ 


The Pre-conception and Prenatal Diagnostic Test (PCPNDT) Act came into force in 1994. 
Subsequently, following a Supreme Court order regarding its proper implementation, certain 
amendments were made to the Act. The declining sex ratio particularly in the 0 to 6 age 
group population is a matter of grave concern. It was expected that proper implementation 
of the PCPNDT Act would check pre-natal sex determination and elimination of the female 
foetus within the womb at least to some extent. However, although there has been ample 
time for impJementing the Act, we find that there are grave lacunae in the actual 
implementation, and there is no sign that the decline in child sex ratio has been halted. The 
infrastructure set up by most states for implementing the Act is still defective. Recent studies 
Show that in certain parts of Eastern India too the use of prenatal diagnostic tests spread 
fast. For instance, the metropolitan areas of Kolkata showed a steep decline in the 0-6 child 
Sex ratio between 1991 and 2001. In order to address these problems, the Institute of 
Development Studies Kolkata (IDSK) organized a two-day regional workshop at Swasthya 


Bhawan, Kolkata on 1 and 2 February 2006, sponsored by the National Commission for 
Women. 
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Conference on 'Narratives of Development' held between 27-29 March 2006 


During 27-29 March 2006, the IDSK organized a conference on ‘Narratives of Development 
in collaboration with the Centre for Social Sciences and Humanities, University of Calcutta. 
The Governor of West Bengal, Shri Gopal krishna Gandhi inaugurated the conference with 
an address focusing on a vivid historical 'narrative of development', a document recording a 
meeting in Sevagram just after Gandhi's assassination, attended by some of India' s leaders 
and social workers.

On 11 May 2005, Shri Jawhar Sircar, IAS, Principal Secretary, Department of Higher 
Education, Government of West Bengal delivered a lecture on ‘The construction of the Hindu 
identity in medieval Western Bengal: The role of popular cults’.
